May it please your Excellency, 

1. We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, submit to your Excellency 
this, the Fourth General Report of our proceedings under 
the Medical Charities Act. 

2. The following return, exhibits a summary of the number 
of cases in which relief was afforded, under that Act, in each 
of the four provinces of Ireland, and in the whole of Ireland, 
from the commencement of the operation of the Act till 
September 30th, 1855; distinguishing for the years ended 
September 30th, 1853, 1854, and 1855, the numbers of 
patients treated at the Dispensaries, and those attended at 
their own homes : —

3. From this table it appears that for the whole of Ireland 
there has been, for the three complete years of the operation 
of the Medical Charities Act, a steady increase, each year, in 
the numbers relieved, both at their own homes and at the 
Dispensaries ; and that this is also true with respect to the 
provinces, except Ulster, in which, for the years ended 
September 30th, 1853 and 1854, there was a falling-off in 
the amount of relief afforded in each year, as compared with 
the preceding year. For the last year in the table, however, 
the increase in the amount of relief afforded, both at the 
Dispensaries and at the patients’ homes, has been common to 
all the provinces. In the Appendix B, Table No. 2, will be 
found a detailed account of the medical relief afforded in 
each Dispensary District for the last of these years. 

4. For the year ended September 29th, 1855, the latest 
period to which the Half-yearly Accounts have been made 
up, the total expense incurred for the maintenance of ' the 
Dispensaries, and for providing the medical relief afforded 
by them, amounted to £89,388, arising under the following 
heads : —

The total of the previous year's expenditure amounted to £89,707. 

5. The total expense, therefore, incurred under those 
heads, is lower this year than last, by £319; owing to a 
diminution of expense in the items, rent of Dispensary 
buildings, cost of medicine and medical appliances, and 
incidental expenses, more than sufficient to counterbalance 
an increase of expenditure for the year, under the head of 
salaries, amounting to £1,057.

' A comparison of this table with the similar one given in the 
last Medical Charities lleport shows that the poundage on 
the valuation for Dispensary relief is slightly lower in 
Leinster, Connaught, and Munster, and slightly higher in 
Ulster, than it was last year. 

7. The detail of the expenses incurred in providing dis- 
pensary relief in each Union, and in each Dispensary District, 
as required by section 20 of the Medical Charities Act, will 
bo found in the Appendix* under the heads specified in 
paragraph 5 of the last Medical Charities Report. 

8. The organization of the Dispensary Districts has under- 
gone some further inconsiderable alterations in the course of 
the last year. In two Unions— Antrim and Westport, there 
has been, in each, an interchange of Electoral _ Divisions 
between two Dispensary Districts. In three Unions there 
has been a diminution of the number of Dispensary Districts

in Ballyvagban Union from two Dispensary Districts to one 
in Gorey Union, from five to four; and in New Ross Union 
form ten to seven, one of which is to have a second Medical 
Officer. In one Union, Oughterard, there has been an 
increase in the number of Dispensary Districts from two to 
three. In Macroom Union, the order directing the appoint- 
ment of an apothecary, has been rescinded. The detail of 
the alterations in the Dispensary Districts referred to, 
exhibiting their present state as regards the Electoral Divi- 
sions they contain, their area, population, &c., will be found 
in the Appendix.* 

9. In the course of 1854, our attention having been fre- 
quently called to the inconvenience suffered by the sick poor 
in certain Dispensary Districts, from insufficient provision for 
affording them easy accessto persons authorized to issue tickets 
for Dispensary relief— with a view to enable the Guardians to 
obviate this evil, by the election of Ratepayers resident in suit- 
able localities, we increased the number of Members of the 
Committee of Management in every instance where the evil in 
question came to our knowledge; and we thought it right again 
to address the Guardians on this subject immediately beforo 
tire period when they would he called on to completo the new 
Committees by the election of qualified Ratepayers resident 
m each Dispensary District. We reminded them that the 
persons entitled to issue Dispensary Relief Tickets are the 
Members of Committees, and the Wardens and Relieving 
Officers acting for the respective Districts ; and requested 
that m their election of Ratepayers to complete Committees, 
they would have lists of the Guardians qualified to bo Ex- 
officio Members of each Committee, with their residences, 
and of the Relieving Officers, with their residences, beforo 
them; and would make their selection of Ratepayers in such 
manner, having regard to their residences, as to remedy, as 
tar as possible, the inconvenience complained of. If still 
portions of the District were found insufficiently provided 
for, we pointed out the facility with which the evil could be 
completely removed, by the appointment of Wardens in such 
ocahties for the express purpose of issuing tickets for Dis- 
pensary relief.!

subject ; and our persuasion that the powers we possess, in

the present state of the law, are altogether inadequate to 
enable us to contend suceessfullj r against what we hare reason 
to believe are the principal causes of the evil of which we 
complain, viz., the apathy of the lower orders — their distrust 
of Vaccination as an efficacious preservative against Small-pox 
— and their wide-spread prejudice in favour of variolous inocu- 
lation in preference to Vaccination. 

1 1. For the year ended September 30th, 1855, the number 
of Vaccinations performed at the Dispensaries was 46,71 1 ; 
a number loss by 6,133 than the number Vaccinated in the 
preceding year — viz., 52,844. Notwithstanding that the 
number of Vaccinations registered according to the returns 
for last year exceeds the number registered for the year 
ended September 30th, 1853, viz., 43,332 — and also exceeds 
twice the number registered from the commencement of the 
operation of the Medical Charities Act till September 30th, 
1852, which we consider equivalent to about a half-year’s 
full operation of the Act, we cannot but regard with much 
alarm the great diminution in the number Vaccinated last 
year as compared with that of the preceding year. The 
apprehension occasioned by this circumstance is not lessened 
by a comparison of the number Vaccinated with the probable 
number of the annual births. 

1 2. Oil the assumptions, neither of which is probably very 
wide of the truth, that the present population of Ireland is 
6,552,055 (the population of 1851), and that about a thirtieth 
of this number gives the births for the year, we may, we 
believe, safely conclude that the number of births last year 
were not under 218,400 ; subtracting from this number one- 
third (72,800), as a very liberal deduction on account of 
deaths of infants under two months, and on account of Vac- 
cinations performed by private Practitioners, there remain 
145,600 as the number of Vaccinations which ought to have 
been performed gratuitously, at the Dispensaries and in the 
Workhouses, last year. But the number of Vaccinations 
under the Medical Charities Act last year was only 46,711, 
which, added to the number Vaccinated in the Workhouses 
(viz., 4,453), gives 51,164. The number Vaccinated (51,164) 
therefore is to the number which ought to have been Vacci- 
nated (145,600) as 1 to 2-8. Thus it appears, that among the 
proper objects for Vaccination under the Medical Charities 
Act, for every individual Vaccinated there are nearly two 
unvaccinated. 

13. We have no means of ascertaining, even approximately, 
the number of the latter who have been protected against 
future attacks of Small-pox, by having gone through the 
disease by inoculation; but it may. be confidently assei ted 
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that among the existing population there is a very large 
number of persons unprotected against Small-pox either by 
Vaccination or inoculation; and so long as the Small-poxvirus 
is continually kept alive in the midst of these by itinerant 
inoculators, we can have no security against an outbreak at 
•any moment of an epidemic of that destructive disease. 

14. Another prejudice widely spread amongst the lower- 
classes in Ireland, and of very pernicious consequence, is the 
belief that the virtue of Vaccination, as a preservative 
against Small pox, is impaired or destroyed, by injury to the 
vaccine vesicle, as in puncturing it for the purpose of pro- 
curing lymph for the performance of new Vaccinations. A 
consequence of this prejudice is, that, in a large proportion 
of the Vaccinations performed at the Dispensaries, the chil- 
dren are not brought back for inspection on the eighth day, 
to enable the Medical Officer to ascertain the success or 
failure of the operation ; so that it is not possible to assert 
in what proportion of the 40,711 Dispensary Vaccinations of 
last year the operation was successful. That in a consider- 
able number of these cases the operation failed, or affords 
imperfect protection against Small-pox, admits of no doubt; 
yet such cases will be noted amongst the relatives and neigh- 
bours of the children vaccinated as having received such 
protection against Small-pox as Vaccination can give ; and, 
in the not at all unlikely event of their afterwards becoming 
the subjects of Small-pox, to the infection of which they are 
continually exposed by reason of its propagation around 
them by Inoculation, such cases will be quoted as examples 
oi the failure of Vaccination, and the prejudice against Vac- 
cination, and in favour of Small-pox Inoculation, will thereby 
gam strength. J 



15. Against this prejudice and its very injurious conse- 
quences, we have at present no means of contending. Under 
the former Grand Jury Dispensary system, the evil in ques- 
tion was, m a great measure, prevented, by exacting from the 
person presenting a child for Vaccination, 6d. or Is., as a 
pledge, to be returned if the child were brought back for 
inspection ;_ but we have considered ourselves precluded, by 
the terms m which the duty of performing Vaccination is 
imposed on the Dispensary Medical Officers by the Medical 
Oharities Act, from giving our sanction to this or any similar 
p c ice. he Act directs the Medical Officer to vaccinate 
all persons brought to him for Vaccination. The Medical

Act ln imposing on the applicants 
condition, without their compliance with 
Which he would decline to perform the required duty. 
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16. These circumstances have brought us to the conviction 
that some legislative remedy is imperatively required for the 
state of things we have described, the continuance of which, 
without check, we cannot contemplate without alarm. We 
are persuaded that much benefit would result from the enact- 
ment of any system of compulsory Vaccination ; but that it 
is especially worthy of consideration whether it would not be 
advisable to extend to Ireland the Act for compulsory Vac- 
cination now in force in England, in conjunction with the 
English Act for the Registration of Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages, without the aid of which it is difficult to seo in what 
manner compulsory Vaccination could be effectively enforced. 

17. At the date of our last Medical Charities Report, the 
late epidemic of Cholera was still in existence ; appearing in 
new localities ; in some few instances re-appearing in places 
already visited by it ; but, upon the whole, manifestly declin- 
• in"-. The last epidemic case was reported from the Galgorm 
Dispensary District, in the Ballymena Union, on the 14th of 
April, 1855. In the beginning of August, 1S55, we commu- 
nicated to your Excellency the information that Cholera, as 
an epidemic, had for some months ceased to exist in Ireland, 
and suggested for consideration whether the Order in Coun- 
cil, puttin 0 * in force, throughout Ireland, the pi o visions of 
the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention A.cts for the 
treatment, prevention, or mitigation of Epidemic Disease, 
and. empowering us to issue Directions and Regulations tor 
these purposes, might not, with safety, be allowed to expire. 
The Order in Council was accordingly permitted to expire at 



the close of the same month. 

18. Durino-tho few weeks subsequent to the date of the 

last Medical “Charities Report that Cholera continued in the 
country as an epidemic, it either lingered in some Dispen- 
sary Districts of the Unions of the Counties of Antrim and 
Down — in some instances, after having quite subsided, re- 
appearing a second or even a third time— or it made progress, 
in apparent continuation of its spread from Dublin, m a 
nearly westerly direction, till it reached the west coast of 
Ireland, at and in the neighbourhood of Westport. _ _ 

19. In the latter part of last summer and beginning ol 
autumn an inconsiderable number of cases of Sporadic 
Cholera occurred in localities widely separated from one 
another. In no instance did the disease spread so as- to 
assume in any degree an epidemic character ; but m several 
instances the symptoms of the disease were of such amature 
that, if the cases had occurred where Epidemic Choleia was 
•prevalent, they would have been put down Without hesita- 
tion as belonging to the Asiatic -type. 
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20. TUI the close of the epidemic our attention continued 
to he attentively directed to the observation of the first cases 
occurring in the Dispensary Districts visited by the disease 
for the first time on the present occasion. The particulars 
of all these cases will be found in the Appendix, in the 
letters of the Medical Officers of those Districts, apprizing 
us of the first appearance of the disease in their Districts, 
and in the reports of the Medical Inspectors whom we 
directed to inquire and report to us, in all these cases, 
whatever could be ascertained respecting the probable origin 
of the disease. A few of these cases, giving evidence either 
of the apparently spontaneous origin of the disease — that is, 
where the first person attacked in a District had not had, as 
far as could be ascertained, communication, direct or indirect, 
with any person suspected of being capablo of conveying 
infection ; or, on the other hand, evidence that the disease 
probably had its origin in contagion, are sufficiently remark- 
able to deserve special mention. 

21. Towards the end of November, 1854, the first cases 
of Cholera occurred in the Summerhill Dispensary District, 
in the Trim Union; eight cases only occurred in that Dis- 
pensary District. The first was that of a gentleman, aged 
seventy years, a private patient of the Medical Officer of the 
District. He had not been from home for a considerable 
time, nor was there reason to suspect that he had been in 
communication with any person who could have conveyed 
infection to him. The second case occurred in the village 
of Summerhill, some miles distant from the residence of the 
first patient, and about a fortnight after his death. The 
subject of the second case, Michael O'Hara, was a strong, 
healthy boy, aged thirteen years, residing in his father’s 
cottage. Ho had not been absent from Summerhill for a 
long time before the attack, nor was there reason to suspect 
that he had been in contact with any person capable of com- 
municating to him Choleraic infection. The contrast between 
the results of the occurrence of the disease in the gentle- 
man’s house and the poor man’s hovel is striking, and well 
worthy of note. In the former a second case did not occur ; 
in the latter, in which there lived a family of nine persons, 
there were seven cases, every one of which was fatal. The 
circumstances, too, of the two members of this family who 
escaped, the father and an infant four months old, were very 
remarkable. The father, a man of intemperate habits, was 
in a state of intoxication while the disease was raging in his 
house ; the infant was suckled by its mother till the hour of 
her death, and was lifted from her breast when she was dead. 
The family were deserted by their neighbours ; hardly 
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any one entering tlie house except the Clergyman and Medical 
Officer. The disease did not spread beyond the house. 

22. In the two following instances the circumstances con- 
nected with the first indigenous cases give strong support to 
the opinion that Cholera may arise from contagion. The 
first case of Cholera that occurred last year in the Dunboyne 
Dispensary District, in the Dunsliaughlin Union, was that of 
Margaret Smith, residing in the village of Clonee. She was 
seized with symptoms of Cholera on the night of the 28th 
of last February, and died on the following day after about 
twenty-four hours’ illness. At the time of her seizure this 
woman’s daughter was lying dead in the house. Her death 
had taken place under the following circumstances : — this 
girl had been in service in the village of Chapelizod, when 
Cholera broke oat there, she was seized with the disease 
on the 24 th of February — was reported by the Medical 
Officer of the Blanchardstown and Castleknock Dispensary 
District, in the North Dublin Union, to be convalescent on 
the 25tli, and on the night of that day was sent in a car to 
her mother’s house, a distance of about six miles. She died 
on the 28th, without having been seen by the Medical 
Officer of the Dunboyne Dispensary District; so that it is 
not known whether she sank merely from the debility conse- 
quent upon the previous attack, or had suffered a relapse. 
The next case was that of Rose Rourke, residing in the 
house immediately opposite to Margaret Smith s. She had 
been greatly alarmed on learning that Cholera had broken 
out in the village, but is not believed to have had any com- 
munication with either Mrs. Smith or her daughter. She 
died after about nine hours’ illness. Lastly, John Smith, son 
of Margaret Smith, left Clonee for Dublin on the night of 
the 1st of March, is said to have been seized with symptoms 
of Cholera on his way, and died of it in one of the hospitals 
of the House of Industry on the 2nd of March. The second 
instance above alluded to as bearing testimony m favour of 
a contagious property in Cholera occurred in the Gastletown- 
geogliegan Dispensary District, in the Mullingar Union. 
The houses, in which the first cases of Cholera appeared, 
stand in the fields, at a distance from the public road. The 
following are the circumstances of the outbreak : — John 
Emmett, an inmate of one of these houses, when recovering 
from an attack of Diarrhoea, and consequently predisposed to 
suffer from tlie exciting causes of Cholera^ if exposed to 
them, went, about tlie 10th of January, 1855, to the fair of 
Mullingar. Cholera had broken out there on the 11th ot 
the same month. For a day or two after liis return from 
Mullingar, Emmett was not worse than he had previously 
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•teen ; but on the 10th he was seized with Choleraic Diarrhoea. 

The symptoms yielded to treatment, but on the 23rd he 
■sank from debility. Four cases of Cholera, the subjects of 
which were children from four to eleven years of age, oc- 
curred in the adjoining house, on the 21st and 23rd ultimo : 
these cases terminated fatally. 

23. In the reports of the Medical Inspectors, and in tlio 
letters of Dispensary Medical Officers, printed in the Appen- 
dix, announcing the first cases of Cholera occurring in their 
Districts, several other cases will bo found giving evidence 
to the same effect, though less unequivocal, perhaps, than 
those just related, see Nos. 4, 11, 17, Appendix A, No. II. 

24. Although in some few localities Cholera broke out 
with violence, and was attended with a number of deaths, 
considerable in proportion to the population, yet upon the 
whole, the late epidemic must be considered as having been, 
when compared with former visitations in Ireland, and having 
regard to the ravages committed in other countries, appa- 
rently more favourably circumstanced than Ireland for re- 
sisting the plague, remarkably mild, and attended with an 
amount of mortality surprisingly low. 

25. Including the first short outbreak of the disease at 
Cork, in the end of 1853, the epidemic lasted about sixteen 
•months, and spread over a considerable extent of the country. 
The numbers of deaths from Cholera returned to us by the 
Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts and of Cholera 
Hospitals under the superintendence of Boards of Guardians, 
was, for the two last months of 1S53, 27 ; for 1854, 
2,600; and for 1S55, 314 — giving a total of 2,947 deaths. 
This number contains a very large proportion of the 
whole number of deaths from Cholera during the period 
above mentioned; for the number of cases of Cholera occur- 
ring among the middle and upper classes, in the late epi- 
demic, was inconsiderable; and it is therefore probable, that 
the mortality from Cholera, for all Ireland, on this occasion, 
did not exceed that of London alone for the fortnight ended 
•September 16, 1854, when the late outbreak of Cholera in 
the metropolis reached its maximum, and the deaths from 
Cholera, during that period, amounted, according to the 
Registrar General's returns, to 3,599. 

In the epidemic of 1848 and 1849, in Ireland, the num- 
ber of deaths from Cholera, according to the returns made 
to the Central Board of Health, in the towns of Dublin, 
Cork, Belfast, Limerick, Waterford, and Galway, alone, 
amounted to 5,378. 

_ 56. In our last Medical Charities Report wo have spoken 
in strong ..terms of the highly satisfactory manner in which, 
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by availing ourselves of tlie Dispensary organization and of 
the services of the Dispensary Medical Officers, on the first 
appearance of Cholera in any District, we were enabled to 
carry out the measures thought advisable for the mitigation 
of the epidemic, and for the treatment of the disease with- 
out delay, without wasteful or unnecessary expenditure, and 
except in three small towns in which the disease burst with 
extraordinary suddenness and virulence, without panic. 
Everv where, except in the instances alluded to, the confi- 
dence of the people was sustained by finding that the ma- 
chinery for contending against the epidemic was in operation 
before they wore aware that the disease was amongst them. 

27. In the Union accounts for the year ended September 
29, 1354, the sum of £1,960 is entered as the expense in- 
curred in the treatment of Cholera, including the provision 
of Cholera Hospitals ; and for the same object in the follow- 
ing year the sum of £2,417 is entered, giving a total expen- 
diture under this head of £4,377, which must bo considered 
as very small, having regard to the amount and importance 
of the relief afforded. Again, for the year ended September 
29, 1854, wo find the sum of £4,234 entered in the Union 
accounts under the head of “ liemoval of Nuisances,” and 
for the following year, under the same head, the sum of 
£2,976, giving a total expenditure for this object of £7,260. 
It is, however, to bo recollected, that in addition to this out- 
lay, considerable expense was incurred in the removal of 
nuisances during those two years, by the Municipal authori- 
ties of large towns and cities. 

28. The lightness of the above-mentioned special^ expendi- 

ture incurred in the treatment of Cholera, we with confi- 
dence attribute, mainly, to the arrangements we considered 
ourselves justified in making for that purpose, under the 
Dispensary organization. Thus, we appointed the Dispen- 
sary Medical Officers, at once, to discharge the duty of treat- 
ing Cholera, and directed the postponement of the considera- 
tion of the amount of remuneration to be awarded to each 
Medical Officer till the complete subsidence of the disease in 
his District, and till, consequently, the remuneration could 
be fixed with full knowledge of the amount of duty per- 
formed. . 

29. These advantages were dependent on the view which 
we took of the state of the law relating to epidemics in Ire- 
land. By the 19th section of the Medical Charities Act, 14 
and 15 Vic., cap. 08, the Commissioners for Administering 
the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland are made the 
Commissioners for Executing the Provisions of the Nuisances 
Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts, viz. : 11 and_12 Vi<?-, 
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cap. 123 ; and 12 and 13 Vic., cap. 111. By the 10th section 
of the former of these Acts the Commissioners, after the issue 
of an Order in Council, are made responsible for the issue of 
directions and regulations, providing among other things for 
the dispensing of medicines, and for affording to persons 
affected by, or threatened -with epidemic, endemic, or con- 
tagious disease, such medical aid as may be required ; and 
by the 12th section of the same Act they are invested with 
the same powers of enforcing the execution of such directions 
and regulations by the Guardians of Unions, as they have in 
relation to any matter concerning the administration of the 
Laws for the Relief of the Poor. 

30. Accordiugly, when the Order in Council was issued, on 
the invasion of Cholera in 1853, we framed and issued 
special directions and regulations addressed to Boards of 
Guardians, Dispensary Committees, and Medical Officers of 
Dispensary Districts, for the treatment of that epidemic. 
Those directions imposed duties on the Dispensary Officers, 
differing from their ordinary duties under the Medical Chari- 
ties Act, in the following important particulars : — 

i. They were called on to attend immediately, and “without 
ticket ,” cases of Cholera and Diarrhoea. 

ii. They were called on to attend every person so seized 
and applying for relief without distinction as to condition of 
life. 

iii. They were called on to give daily attendance at thoir 
Dispensaries for this purpose. 

_iv. They were required to keep up a daily communication 
with the Board of Guardians of the Union, and with the 
Commissioners, in Dublin, on the progress of the disease. 

31. These extraordinary duties, however requisite to meet 
the calamity, would not have been imposed by us on the 
Medical Officers, had we not believed that we possessed autho- 
rity to ensure an adequate remuneration to those officers for 
the performance of those duties. That belief was founded 
on the provisions already cited, and on the following* powers 
given to ns by Act of Parliament : — 

i. By 1 and 2 Vic., cap. 56, sec. 31 — the original Poor 
Law Act — a power, “when the Commissioners may see occa- 
sion, from time to time, to regulate the amount of salaries . or 
allowances” payable to such Union Officers as the Commis- 
sioners may direct the Guardians to appoint. 

. B y 14 and 15 Vic., cap. 68, sec. 8— the Medical Chari- 
ties Act — a power, “when the Commissioners may see occa- 
sion to regulate the amount of salaries and allowances” of 
the Medical Officers of Dispensaries appointed under that 
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' 3*2. On tlie repeated refusal of the Guardians of Limerick 
Union to give any remuneration to the Medical Officers of the 
Limerick District for their services in repelling a very severe 
and fatal invasion of that city by Cholera, we issued, as 
stated in our last Report, an order regulating the allowance 
to be made to each of these officers for their special services, 
and directing the Guardians to pay the same.* 

33. On the hearing of a motion to make absolute a con- 
ditional order for a mandamus to compel the Guardians to 
obey these directions, the Court of Queen's Bench decided 
that we had exceeded our jurisdiction in issuing such an 
Order. A copy of the case and judgment, as reported in the 
Irish Law Reports, is given in the Appendix-! 

34. We are still acting as if this judgment did not affect 
our authority to regulate from time to time the amount of 
the salaries or allowances payable to Medical Officers under 
the Poor Law and Medical Charities Acts ; but the decision 
bavin n* been pronounced on matter more directly arising 
under' the provisions of the Nuisances Removal and Diseases 
Prevention Acts, our future operations under those statutes, 
on the occasion of an epidemic, and the issue of an Order 
in Council, must be governed by that decision ; and we sub- 
mit that very injurious consequences will result to the com- 
munity, unless we receive from Parliament that authority 
which it has been decided we do not possess. We must, in 
that event, forego the issue of special directions to Dispen- 
sary Officers to attend all persons immediately, and without 
ticket, who are labouring under epidemic symptoms, and 
leave the Guardians of Unions to contract beforehand, , if 
they think fit to do so, with the Dispensary Officers, or with 
other medical practitioners, for the performance of those 
special and necessary duties. 

35. Now we attribute the satisfactory results of the 
arrangements made to meet the late epidemic, mainly to our 
having been enabled to bring into speedy operation the 
whole Dispensary organization immediately on an outbreak 
in any locality. The forty-eight hours following the occur- 
rence of the first case of Cholera, in a remote Dispensary 
District, sufficed to afford us time to receive intelligence of 
the outbreak ; to issue an Order constituting the Dispensary 
District a District for the treatment of Cholera, and its 
Managing Committee a Sanitary Committee to superintend 
the measures necessary for the treatment or mitigation of 
the disease, and appointing the Dispensary Medical Officers 
to treat all persons labouring under Cholera or its premoni- 
tory symptoms ; and finally, to inform the Guardians of the 

Appendix A, No. VII. t Appendix A, No. VIIX, 
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Union compi'ising tlie District, of tlio outbreak, and to call 
upon them to be prepared, in the event of the spread of the 
disease, to take such other steps as the emergency might 
demand, by the appointment of additional Medical Officers, 
and the provision of Hospital accommodation. 

36. In the state of the Law, as now interpreted, on learning 
that the epidemic has broken out in any District, we shall, 
merely have it in our power to inform the Guardians of the 
fact, and call on them to contract with Medical Officers to 
be appointed by them for the treatment of the disease ; a 
course which, we fear, will but too often lead to consequences 
similar to those of which the late General Board of Health 
complained in 1853, as arising in England from a defect of 
organization there ; producing among the local authorities, 
in the first instance, supineness, hesitation, and delay, and 
afterwards panic ; the result being in many instances (to 
quote the language of the Board) that “ the pestilence was 
at its height before the measures were adopted which should 
have been completed in the commencement of the outbreak.” 

3T. The consequences, in an economical point of view, 
may be estimated by what has already been said in paragraphs 
27 and 28. 

38. For some months past, as appears by tho Quarterly 
Returns of the Dispensary Medical Officers, Scarlatina has 
been unusually prevalent in several Dispensary Districts. 
Except, however, in the Portlaw Dispensary District, in tho 
Carrick-on-Suir Union, it has not spread so as to become 
alarming, or to require the adoption of any extraordinary 
measures to arrest the progress of the disease. In the end 
of last September we were informed of its serious and 
increasing prevalence in this District, by a communication 
from Dr. Martin, the Medical Officer of the District, and 
directed Dr. Purcell, tho Medical inspector of the District, 
to visit Portlaw, and report to us on the condition of the 
disease. Hospital accommodation was immediately provided 
by the Guardians. The separation of the sick from the 
healthy thereby effected, speedily checked the disease ; and 
in his last quarterly return. Dr. Martin represents it as having 
nearly disappeared by the end of October, and states that 
his District has since been in an unusually healthy condition. 
The total number of cases treated in the temporary hospital, 
during this outbreak of Scarlatina at Portlaw was forty-three; 
the deaths only four. 

39. We are desirous, in conclusion of this Report, to sub- 
mit to your Excellency, tho expediency of extending to Ire- 
land the provisions of the amended Sanitary Laws which ; 
were papsed .for England in the session of 1855. Those 
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measures constitute a most material improvement of the 
Law, as it stood in the Nuisances Removal and Diseases 
Prevention Acts of 1848 and 1849. The last mentioned 
Statutes still remain in force in Ireland, although repealed 
for England; and we recommend that a similar measure to 
that of the 18th and 19th Vic. cap. 121, bo passed for 
Ireland, modified so as to meet the peculiar local institutions 
of this country.

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering t.lie Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland baying observed, in some cases which have 
come under their notice relating to the issue of Medicines to 
Dispensary patients, that the Medicines were issued without either 
written or printed directions being attached for the Medicine being 
taken by the patient, they have thought it advisable to draw the 
attention of the several Committees of Management of Dispensary 
Districts to the subject, with a view to a stop being put to so 
improper a practice in any Dispensary District in which it may be 
found to exist. 

The Commissioners need hardly observe, that for the purpose of 
ensuring compliance with the directions of the Medical Officer, it is 
indispensable that the requisite directions for the taking of the 
Medicines should be affixed thereto, when issued to the patient, as 
otherwise there is liability to mistakes being made, from which very 
serious consequences might in some cases result; and, as the 
superiority of printed over written directions is obvious, from the 
greater ease with which they can he read by the poor, and the 
facility afforded thereby to the Medical Officer in attaching the 
necessary directions to Medicines, the Commissioners recommend, 
in any case in which a Dispensary is not supplied with printed 
forma of directions, that the Committee should obtain from the Board 
of Guardians, by requisition in the ordinary manner, a supply 
of Silverlock’s Printed Labels, the cost of which would be trifling, 
and which are of a suitable description for Dispensary purposes.

Oi'fler to the druggist or contractor from whom they obtain their 
supplies of Medicines or other articles for Dispensaries, or to any 
party from whom they may think fit to obtain them. 

It haying appeared that in some districts such Labels (although in- 
cluded in the list of requisites accompanying the Circular of 10th 
July, 1852,)* had not been supplied to the Medical Officer of the 
Dispensary, and that Medicines were issued to patients without 
written or printed Instructions as to the mode of using them, the 
Commissioners, in their Circular of the 7th ultimo,] called the atten- 
tion of the Dispensary Committees to the impropriety of this practice- 
and with a view to the greater security of the patient and the con- 
venience of the Medical Officer, recommended that the directions 
for the use of the Medicines prescribed, should be given by means 
of Silverlock’s Printed Labels, rather than by requiring the Medical 
Officer to write them in each instance. The Commissioners, 
however, do not desire to interfere with the discretion of the 
Guardians in selecting the Contractor or persons through whom they 
may think fit to procure printed Labels for the purpose in question, 
the Guardians seeing that the cost thereof does not exceed that at 
which they are procurable through any other channel. 

The Commissioners understand that printed Labels, or forms of 
directions for patients according to those generally in use, are pre- 
pared and sold by Messrs. I. and E. MacDounell, of 13, Anglesea- 
street, Dublin, as well as by Messrs. Silverlock and Co., of 3, 
Wardrobe Terrace, Doctors’ Commons, London ; and that Catalogues 
or descriptive lists specifying the various forms of Labels kept by 
them for sale, with a distinctive number for each, and with the 
prices, a.re issued by these firms. It will he necessary for the . 
Medical Officer in making his requisitions, from time to time, for the 
Labels required, to specify the particular forms of Label and the 
quantity of each that he requires; and in order to enable him to do 
so, a copy of the Catalogue should be obtained by application to the 
parties that may be selected by the Guardians to supply them, and . 
the Medical Officer should either mark in the Catalogue the forms 
he requires and the quantity of each, or should furnish a list of the 
forms of Label (referring to them by tlieir distinguishing numbers in 
the Catalogue,) with the quantities required.

Sir, 

1. The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of 
the Poor in Ireland desire to call the attention of tho Board of 
Guardians to the provisions of section 7 of the Dispensaries Act 14 
& 15 Vic., c. 68, under which the requisite number of Members to 
complete the Committee of Management of each Dispensary District 
is to be appointed, in each year, as soon as practicable after the 
Annual Election of Guardians in each Union. 'The section directs 
that “at the first Meeting of the Guardians after such Annual 
“Election, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may he, tho Com- 
“mittee of Management for the said Dispensary District shall he 
“appointed” in manner provided therein, “for the ensuing year- 
“and so likewise in each succeeding year.” 

2. Under the provisions of this section, the Guardians who are 
returned in the Annual Election of Guardians for tho Union, become 
Members of the Committees of Management of the respective Dis- 
pensary Districts therein, in which they are resident or are owners 
or occupiers of property situate in such Districts respectively • and 
under the same section, the Board of Guardians will have to elect a 
sufficient number of Bate-payers, resident in each District, and liable 
to pay Poor Rates in respect of property therein of the net annual 
value of .£30 at the least, so as, (with tho Ex-Oflicio and Elected 
Guardians resident or being the owners or occupiers of property in 
the District, who are thereby qualified and entitled to act on the 
Committee of each District,) to complete the number of Members of 
whom the Committee of such District is to consist, as fixed by the 
Commissioners’ Order in that behalf. J 



3. In ease the full number of Guardians bo not returned in the 
Annual Election, so that any vacancies appear on the Returning 
Officers Return of the Election of Guardians for the Union the 
Commissioners, in due course after the receipt of that Return will 
issue an Order providing for a supplemental Election to fill'sueh

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vacancies in the Board of Guardians : and 'as the Guardians so to be 
elected will be entitled to act on the Dispensary Committees of the 
respective Districts, according to the provisions of the Act above 
referred to, the Board of Guardians should elect only such number 
of qualified Hate-payers as would be necessary if tbo number of 
Guardians eligible for the Union were now complete; so that the 
Guardians to be elected to supply vacancies may become Members 
of the respective Dispensary Committees upon -which they may be 
qualified and entitled to act, without displacing any Rate-payer 
who may be elected by the Board of Guardians as a Member of any 
such Committee. 

4. Tlie Commissioners at the same time desire to call the atten- 
tion of the Board of Guardians to the Circular of the 30th March, 
1852, (of which a copy is annexed hereto,)* relating to the appoint- 
ment of Wardens, who, as well as Members of tlie Dispensary Com- 
mittees and Relieving Officers, arc authorized by § 9 of tbe Dispen- 
saries Act, to issue Tickets for Medical Relief under that Act. It will 
bo observed that it is provided, that the appointment of Wardens 
should bo made within one month after the Annual Election of 
Guardians. A Bonn for the Return required as referred to in 
paragraph 3 of that Circular will he forwarded to you hereafter. 

5. It is desirable that the parties authorized to issue Tickets for 
Medical Relief ill a Dispensary District should be selected for each 
District, as far as practicable, from different localities in the several 
parts of tbe District, so that sufficient facility for obtaining such 
relief, with due convenience to the sick poor resident in all parts of 
the District, may be afforded, by means of persons distributed over 
the whole District according to its requirements, having regard to 
tiie amount of population in its various parts and other local circum- 
stances : and tlio Commissioner's suggest to the Guardians the pro- 
priety of keeping this consideration in view in the selection of 
Rate-payers for tlie Dispensary Committees, and of Wardens. It 
will, therefore, bo desirable for the Board, in making such selection, 
to have before them a list of tlie Guardians and Relieving Officers 
entitled to issue Tickets for Medical Relief, showing their respective 
places of residence ; and to make their selection of Rate-payers and 
Wardens accordingly, from persons resident in localities least pro- 
vided with facility for obtaining such Tickets from otker resident 
persons authorized to give them. 

6. The Commissioners also recommend the Guardians to select for 
Members of tlie Dispensary Committees such qualified Rate-payers 
as will be likely to bo able and willing to assist in tlie due adminis- 
tration of the Dispensaries Act, by attending the Meetings of the 
Committee of Management of their District at the prescribed times, 
so as to ensure, as far as practicable, regular meetings of a sufficient 
number of tlie Committee for tbe due management of the Dispen- 
sary, and tlio transaction of the business arising under the Act, in 
accordance with the General Rules issued in pursuance thereof. _ It 
is the more important that this consideration should be kept in view- 
in tbe selection of Rate-payers to complete tlie Dispensary Cornmit-

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tees at tlie present time, inasmuch as those Committees are required 
hy § 19 of the Act to give their aid, in their respective Districts 
in carrying into effect the sanitary directions and regulations issued 
under the. Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts, an 
object which demands the vigilant and continued attention of all 
the local authorities, with a view to the adoption and enforcement 
of sanitary measures, in the abatement of nuisances and the removal 
of causes injurious to health. 

7. Your attention, as Clerk of the Union, is requested to your 
duties under Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, & 27 (annexed hereto),* of the 
General Dispensary Regulations of 16th December, 1853, in pur- 
suance of which you will, as soon as the new Committees are com- 
pleted by the Board of Guardians, make a Return to tho Commis-

Sir, 

1 . The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief 
of the Poor in Ireland desire to call the attention of the Board of 
Guardians to the provisions of the 50th section of the Irish Poor 
Relief Act, 1 & 2 Vic., c. 50, under which the Board of Guardians 
of every Union in Ireland is required, “within one Month after the 
“Annual Election of Guardians, to appoint a fit person in each 
“ Parish or I'owuland, or any part thereof, respectively, included in 
“ such Union, to he and he styled the Warden for such Parish, Town- 
“land, or part thereof.” It appears that in some Unions the provi- 
sions of this section have not been duly and regularly complied with : 
and the Commissioners request the attention of the Guardians to the 
subject, in-rieferenco to the due administration of Medical Relief 
to the Side Poor under the Medical Charities Act, 14 & 15 Vic., c. 
G8, under section 9 of which, Wardens, as well as Members of Dis- 
pensary Committees and Relieving Officers, are the parties em- 
powered to' afford Medical Relief, by the issue of Tickets for the 
same, as therein provided, after the necessary arrangements for the 
purpose shall have been made. 

2. With regard to the Districts which it may be advisable to 
assign to the Wardens, it will he observed that a Warden may be 
appointed for a Parish, or Townland, or any part thereof. The 
Commissioners apprehend that it will not generally be necessary to 
appoint a separate Warden for eacli Townland, or a subdivision 
thereof; and difficulty might arise in selecting so many persons 
willing to act, as would he requisite for the appointment of these 
officers for such Districts, which would in many cases be of very 
small extent. As the Guardians are enabled to appoint a Warden 
for a Parish, or any part of a Parish, the Commissioners suggest for 
their consideration whether it may not be advisable for them so to 
arrange the Wardens’ Districts, as to appoint one at least for each 
Parish, or portion of a Parish, included in each Electoral Division. 
The Commissioners, however, are desirous that this suggestion 
should not he understood as intended to limit the Guardians to this 
number of Wardens, or to interfere with their discretion in regard 
to the Districts for which they may think it desirable, from local 
circumstances, to appoint them in accordance with the Act. 

3. As soon as the Wardens for the ensuing year shall have been 
appointed by the Board of Guardians, the Commissioners request 
that they may be furnished with a Return, in the enclosed Form, of 
their Names and Residences, and of the Districts for which they 
are respectively appointed, with the other particulars indicated by 
the Form.

“Article 1 — Immediately on the completion of anew Committee of Man- 
agement for each Dispensary District after each Annual Election of Guardians 
in the Union, f lic Clerk of the Union shall make a Return, in the Form JYo.

Vaccination and Inoculation Circular to Dispensary 
Committees ; -with Enclosure. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
April 12, 1855. 

Sin, 

1. The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief 
of the Poor in Ireland desire to call the attention of the Dispensary 
Committees recently constituted, to the following Regulations in 
the General Order for the government of Dispensary Districts 
dated 16th December, 1853 : — 

“Article ]6._ After the completion of the Committee in each year, 
they shall cause a Notice to be prepared, specifying the persons and their 
residences to whom application may he made for Tickets for Medical Relief, 
the situation of the Dispensary or Dispensary Stations in the District, the 
days and hours of attendance at each, the name and residence of the Medical 
Officer, and such other particulars of Dispensary arrangements as may be 
necessary to afford due facility for obtaining Medical Relief and Vaccination 
where requisite. Such Notice may be in theFormN, ’annexed to this Order, 
or in such other Form as may be directed or approved by the Commis- 
sioners j and a printed copy thereof shall be posted at each Dispensary in 
the District, and at such other places in the District as the Committee may 
deem necessary for the due notification of the Dispensary arrangements. 
The Committee shall also cause a Notification, in the Form Of to be kept 
conspicuously painted or affixed on the exterior of each Dispensary in the 
District.” 

2. The Commissioners continue to receive communications from 
which it appears that in some districts there has been a diminution 
* Page 3). f Page 32. 
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in the amount of Vaccination, or that there has been but little 
Vaccination, and in some Dispensary Districts none, owing in great 
measure to indifference on the part of the peasantry, or to a pre- 
judice still existing in favour of the injurious and illegal practice 
of Inoculation for Small Pox, which the Commissioners regret to 
find resorted to in some localities. 

3. The Regulation and Notices above referred to have been 
framed with a view to remove any impediment to persons obtaining 
the benefit of Vaccination, or any difficulty in obtaining Medical 
Relief in fit cases, through misapprehension, or through ignorance 
as to the parties to whom they should apply, owing to alterations 
which occur from time to time in the constitution of the Com- 
mittees and other Dispensary arrangements. And the Commis- 
sioners recommend that if the placard Notices (Form N*) for the 
present year have not been already posted, stops should be taken 
for having them posted as soon as practicable. A Copy of the Com- 
missioners’ Circular of 11th July, 1853, t relating to this subject, to 
which the attention of the Committee is requested, is enclosed 
herewith, together with the Form of Notice referred to : and if they 
have not already taken steps for this purpose, the Committee should 
proceed, in accordance with paragraph 5 of that Circular, to obtain 
the requisite copies of the notice for their District, by sending the 
necessary particulars to the Board of Guardians, with a view to 
their having the Notices printed for public notification in manner 
provided. 

4. In some instances also it appears that Notice Boards (Form 
0 f) have not yet been affixed to the exterior of the Dispensary, or 
that the Inscriptions thereon do not contain all tlio requisite infor- 
mation, some of the particulars (such as the Notice “Vaccination 
gratis,” or the times at which the Dispensary is open, or the name 
and residence of the Medical Officer,) being omitted. In any such 
cases, the Committee should take steps for remedying the defect, 
by having the notification affixed to the exterior of each Dispen- 
sary in a permanent form, by moans of a board or otherwise, and 
with all the neoessary particulars (as in Form Of) inscribed thereon. 
A Copy of the placard Notice (Form N*) should also be kept con- 
stantly posted up at each Dispensary, for general information. 

5. With regard to the practice of Inoculation above adverted to, 
and the provisions on the subject set forth in the public Notice, the 
Commissioners request the Committee to consider, wherever the 
practice is found to prevail, and where evidence of the facts can he 
obtained, whether steps cannot he taken by communicating with 
the Police Authorities or otherwise, to detect and punish the 
offenders, so as to deter persons from a violation of the law which 
prohibits any practices by which the disease of Small Pox may be 
produced, that offence being punishable under 3 k 4 Vic.., c. 29, 

§ 8, by imprisonment for one Month. From reports received by 
the Commissioners it appears that in various instances, owing to 
the exertions of the local authorities, itinerant Inoculatoi's have 
been successfully proceeded against under the provisions, referred

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to, some of these parties having been convicted and committed to 
gaol for various terms of imprisonment, which has had the good 
effect, in some instances, not only of checking their illegal proceed- 
ings, but of inducing the poor residents of the district to bring their 
children to the Dispensary, where a large number have afterwards 
been Yaccinated. The Commissioners trust that all practicable 
means will bo adopted by the local authorities for attaining the 
same desirable end, wherever possible ; and they do not doubt that 
the Medical Officer will afford to the Committee any aid in his 
power in furtherance of this object in the event of any cases of 
Inoculation with Small Pox Virus coming under his notice. The 
enclosed Circular w'hile referring to the value and importance of 
Vaccination as a protection against the suffering and mortality 
arising from Small Pox, also observes that “the general practice of 
“ Vaccination will no doubt tend to diminish the labour which 
“ would otherwise fall upon the Medical Officer in case Small Pox, 
“from its highly contagious character, should become prevalent 
“amongst the poor in his District; and at the same time, by tend- 
“ ing to prevent the prevalence of this disease, will no doubt tend 
“ also to the saving of the rates by preventing an increase of sickness 
“and consequent destitution from this cause, whereby the demands 
“for relief at the cost of the rate-payers would be increased.”

Sir, 

1. The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief 
of the Poor in Ireland deem it advisable, at the present time, to call 
the attention of the Committees of Management and Medical Officers 
of Dispensary Districts, to the provision made under the Medical 
Charities Act for the performance of Vaccination. 

2. From returns which the Commissioners have had before them, and 
from the Reports of their Medical Inspectors, they have observed 
that in many Districts this part of the duty of the Medical Officer 
appears to have been performed with much zeal and success, a large 
number of cases in which the operation has been duly and success- 
fully performed being reported. But in other Districts, on the other 
hand, it appears that the number of cases of Vaccination performed 
by the Medical Officer has been very small, that few applications 
for Vaccination have been made to him, and that in some Districts no 
applications at all have been made to the Medical Officer for Vacci- 
nation during considerable periods ; and the practice appears, in fact, 
in such cases to have fallenlnto disuse, as a part of the Dispensary 
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duty. At the same time it appears from reports recently received 
that Small Pox has been prevalent in several Districts, and that the 
practice of Inoculation with Small Pox Virus has extensively pre- 
vailed, and is still prevalent in some Districts. 

3. With regard to the injurious practice of Inoculation with Small 
Pox Virus, the Commissioners desire to call attention to the provi- 
sions of the Sth section of the Act of Parliament passed in 1S40, for 
the extension of Vaccination (3 and 4 Vic., cap. 23), by which Inoc- 
ulation witli Small Pox Virus is made an offence punishable as 
therein provided. The section, which still continues in force, enacts, 
“ that any person who shall, from aud after the passing of this Act’ 
“produce or attempt to produce in any person, by Inoculation with 
“ variolous matter, or by wilful exposure to variolous matter, or to any 
“ matter, article, or thing, impregnated with variolous matter, or wil- 
fully by any other means whatsoever, produce the disease of Small 
“ Pox in any person in England, Wales, or Ireland, shall bo liable 
“ to be proceeded against and convicted summarily before any two 
“or more Justices of the Peace in Petty Sessions assembled; and 
“for every such offence shall, upon conviction, bo imprisoned in the 
“common gaol or house of correction, for any term not oxceodiug 
“ one month.” 



4. The 13th section of the Medical Charities Act (1 4 and 15 Vic., 
cap. 68), provides that “ the Medical Officer of every Dispensary 
“District constituted under this Act, shall and is hereby required 
“ to vaccinate all persons who may come to him for that purpose 
and the Commissioners, in their circular of the 7th July last, recom- 
mended, with a view as far as possible to prevent any impediment 
to persons obtaining the benefit of Vaccination, as well as Medical 
Relief where requisite, through ignorance as to the proper parties 
to whom they shall apply, or the places at which they should apply, 
under the new arrangements, that printed notices or placards should 
be procured aud posted in conspicuous places throughout the Dispen- 
sary District, as well as at each Dispensary itself ; such notices stat- 
ing the locality of the Dispensary or Dispensary Stations in the Dis- 
tnct,the days sind hours of attendaneo at each, the name and residence 
oi the Medical Officer, and other particulars, and also announcing that 
a ticket is not required for Vaccination, as in the ease of an applica- 
tion for ordinary Medical Eelief. 

5. As changes occur from time to time in the parties authorized 
to issue tickets for Medical Relief, and otherwise in the Dispensary 
arrangements, it is desirable that snob notices should be renewed 
from time to time, and posted at each Dispensary, after the comple- 
tion of the Committee of Management, and appointment of Wardens, 
in each year; but it appears that at the time of the Inspector’s 
attendance in some Districts, such notices or placards had not been 
circulated or posted, m accordance with the circular of 7th July last 
probably owing m some eases, to the Committee of Management not 
haying been duly completed at the time. As the constitution of the 
Committees for the present year is now generally complete, tho Com- 
missioners recommend that, if such notices, announcing the existing

now be takenfor obta.mngand circulating them in manner suggested, 
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Gy having them posted in conspicuous places throughout the Dis- 
trict, as well as at the Dispensary itself. With this view, a copy of 
the form of notice, filled up with the necessary particulars, should 
be transmitted to the Board of Guardians, with a requisition for the 
number of copies required; and it may he advisable, under the cir- 
cumstances above stated, to add to the form of placard suggested, a 
notification of the provisions of the Vaccination Extension Act, 
above referred to, by printing section 8, as above quoted from that 
Act, on the placard itself. A copy of the form of notice amended 
accordingly, is annexed hereto ;* and the Commissioners recommend 
that steps should bo taken for procuring and circulating copies with- 
out delay, if similar notices in this form, or the form heretofore in 
use, are not already issued. It would also be desirable that, in all 
cases, a notice should be painted, or affixed by a board, on the ex- 
terior of tlio Dispensary, in a form similar to that hereto annexed.f 

6. The Commissioners desire further to point out, that there is no 
restriction or limitation as to the classes or description of persons 
who may avail themselves of the above provision for obtaining the 
benefit of Vaccination. The Act passed in 1840, “to extend the 
practice of Vaccination,” provided for the Vaccination of all persons 
who might como for that purpose. The Medical Charities Act, 
which has put an end to the separate contracts for Vaccination 
which previously existed, and requires that Vaccination should be 
performed as part of the ordinary duty of the Medical Officers of 
Dispensaries, provides in like manner that they shall vaccinate “all 
persons who may come ” to them for that purpose. 

7. In some Districts it appears to have been a practice to require 
that a sum of money (as a shilling, or other amount,) should he depo- 
sited with the Medical Officer, by every person bringing a child to 
be vaccinated, such deposit to be returned after the child shall have 
been presented again for inspection on a subsequent day. In refer- 
ence to this practice, the Commissioners desire to observe that there 
is no provision in the Medical Charities Act authorizing such a 
course ; and the Medical Officer would not be justified in refusing 
to vaccinate without receiving a pecuniary deposit, which could not 
be made compulsory. 

8. The object of the practice here alluded to appears to have been 
to induce the parties bringing children for Vaccination, to present 
them again, on a subsequent day, for inspection, in order that it 
may be ascertained that the operation has had a successful result. 
But it appears from reports which the Commissioners have received, 
that this object has not been uniformly attained by the practice of 
requiring a pecuniary deposit, as, in many instances, persons of suf- 
ficient means to he able to leave a pecuniary deposit, have not again 
presented themselves after the first application, and have not applied 
for the return of the deposit. On the other hand, it is to be appre- 
hended that, if it were generally understood that a pecuniary deposit, 
however small, were required, it would operate amongst the poorer 
classes as a check to their availing themselves of the benefit of Vacci-

nation, -which it has been the object of the legislature to promote ami 
extend as much as possible ; and it may be observed, that the incon- 
venience to the poor of requiring such a deposit is in direct propor- 
tion to their want of means, its tendency being to check the appli- 
cations to the Dispensary for Vaccination from those who are unable 
to procure it out of their own resources, and who are, therefore, the 
fittest objects for obtaining the advantage of gratuitous Vaccination 
at the Dispensary. 

9. The Commissioners trust that the Medical Officer will impress 
on all persons applying to him for Vaccination, the importance and 
advantage of bringing the children again for subsequent inspection, 
and will endeavour, by every proper means, to induce them to do 
so; hut, at the same time, they do not consider it advisable that for 
this purpose any course should he adopted, such as that of requiring 
a pecuniary deposit, which may have the effect of altogether prevent- 
ing a person from applying, and which is not sanctioned by the Act 
of Parliament. Vaccination, where properly performed, is, in a large 
proportion of cases, successful on the primary operation ; and it is 
better that this should be performed, than that any obstacle to it 
should arise from the attempt to enforce the return of the appli- 
cant by requiring a pecuniary deposit. 

10. The Medical Officer should, wherever practicable, induce the 
parties applying, to present the child again, on a subsequent day, 
for inspection, not only with a view to its being ascertained that 
the Vaccination lias been successful, but also for the purpose of 
keeping up a supply of Vaccine Lymph. The Medical Officer 
should take care to keep up sufficient supplies of Vaccine Lymph 
at the Dispensary; and when the supply taken from persons pre- 
sented there fails, or where the Medical Officer cannot otlierwiso 
obtain it, application should be made to the Board of Guardians, in 
the usual manner, for a Iresh supply. The Commissioners have 
addressed the Board of Guardians, in reference to tlio supply of 
Vaccine Lymph; and, in cases where they subscribe for the Dis- 
pensary to the Cow-Pock Institution in Dublin, the Medical Officer 
of the Dispensary District should he apprized of the fact, if not 
already so informed, in order that lie may be enabled to apply direct 
to the institution for the Lymph required from time to time. 

11. The Commissioners trust that the Committees of Management 

and Medical Officers of Dispensaries, will use every means in their 
power to promote and extend the practice of Vaccination through- 
out their respective Districts, and to discourage and suppress that of 
Inoculation, wherever the latter is found to prevail. It is unneces- 
sary to dwell on the value and importance of Vaccination, as a pro- 
tection against the suffering and mortality arising from Small Pox; 
but they desire to observe that the general practice of Vaccination 
Will, no doubt,; tend to diminish the labour which would otherwise 
fall upon the Medical Officer, in case Small Pox, from its highly 
contagions character, should become prevalent amongst the poor in 
ilia District ; and, at the same time, by tending to prevent the pre- 
valence of this disease, will, no doubt, tend also to the saving of the 
rates, by preventing an increase of sickness, and consequent desti- 
tution from this cause, whereby the .demands for -relief. at 'the cost' 
of the rate-payers, would’ be increased;

Children vaccinated gratuitously during the hours of attendance of the 
Medical Officer at the Dispensary, as above mentioned; and they should be 
afterwards brought again for examination of the arm, on such days as the 
Medical Officer may direct in each case. 

All persons are hereby cautioned against the dangerous practice of Inocula- 
tion ; and poof persons are advised to present their Children (if they liave not 
been already successfully Vaccinated) at tire Dispensary, for Vaccination, as 
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the best preservative against Small Pox. Vaccination is performed at the 
Dispensary, as above stated, on application, without any Ticket or payment 
being required. By an Act of Parliament, passed on the 23rd of July, 1840, 
(3 & 4 Vie., cap. 29,) entitled “ An Act to extend the practice of Vaccination,” 
the practice of Inoculation with Small Pox Virus is made punishable by im- 
prisonment. The following are the words of the 8th Section of the Act:— 
Extract from 3 <0 4 Vic., cap. 29. 

“ § 8. And be it further enacted, That any person who shall, from and after 
the passing of this Act, produce or attempt to produce in any person by Inocu- 
lation with Variolous Matter, or by wilful exposure to Variolous Mat ter, or to any 
matter, article, or tiling impregnated with Variolous Matter, or wilfully by any 
other means whatsoever produce the Disease of Small Pox in any person in 
England, Wales, or Ireland, shall he liable to he proceeded against and 
convicted summarily before any two or more Justices of the Peace in Petty 
Sessions assembled: and for every such offence shall, upon conviction, he 
imprisoned in the common Gaol or House of Correction, for any term not 
exceeding one month.”

1. The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of 
the Poor in Ireland transmit herewith, for the information of the 
Board of Guardians, a Copy of a Circular, dated the 12th instant, t 
which has been addressed to the several Dispensary Committees 
relating to vaccination and the Notification of the Dispensary 
Arrangements, together with a Copy of the Enclosure therein : and 
the Commissioners request that the Guardians will he good enough 
to cause the proper Notifications, (Forms N & 0), to he supplied for 
the several Dispensary Districts and Dispensaries in the Union not 
already duly supplied with them. ’ 

2. The Commissioners request the special attention of the Guar- 
dians to paragraphs 2 and 5 of the enclosed Circular of the 12th 
instant, relating to the injurious and illegal practice of Inoculation 
with Small Pox Virus, and suggesting steps that may bo taken with 
a view to the detection and punishment of parties committing the

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offence referred to, where evidence of the fact can be procured. It 
is of importance, for the protection of the community against the 
spread of a malignant and highly contagious disease tlmtTall possi- 
ble steps should be tahen to prevent the practice of Inoculation or 
the use of means calculated to produce Small Pox, and to promote 
the practice of Vaccination as a means of protection against that 
disease : and the Commissioners trust that the Guardians" as well as 
other local authorities, will use all the means within their power, to 
this end, in their respective localities. 

3. With regard to the supply of Vaccine Lymph for the Dispen- 
saries, the Commissioners desire to call the Guardians' attention to 
the Circular of 12th July, 1853, a copy of which is annexed,* and 
request that they will make provision for insuring effective 
Vaccine Lymph for use at the Dispensaries, from time to time, if 
not already done. 

4. Where the Guardians subscribe to the Cow-Pock Institution 
in Dublin, for the supply of the respective Dispensary Districts in 
the Union with Vaccine Mattel-, you should apprize the Medical 
Officers of the several Districts for which snch subscription is made 
if they are not already informed of the fact, in order that they may 
he enabled to apply direct to the Institution for tile Lymph required 
from time to time. 

5. The Commissioners regret to find that in some Districts, the 
number of cases of Vaccination performed at the Dispensaries is 
very small, and that in others it is scarcely performed at all, owing 
for the most part to the indifference of the poorer classes, who 
neglect to bring their children to the Dispensaries for Vaccination, 
or to the prejudice still prevalent in some localities in favour of the 
injurious practice of Inoculation for Small Pox. In some Districts, 
where Vaccination has not been sufficiently attended to, and Small 
Pox has in consequence prevailed, a Notice has been issued by the 
Board of Guardians, special])- inviting the co-operation of the better 
informed classes in their respective Districts in promoting the 
extension of Vaccination by pointing out its advantage and impor- 
tance as a safeguard against Small Pox, and by impressing on the 
poorer classes the danger of the illegal practice of Inoculation, as 
tending to produce the disease, and as also exposing the parties 
practising or promoting Inoculation to the Penalty provided by Law. 
The Commissioners recommend the Guardians of any Union in 
which Vaccination appears to he neglected, or in which Small Pox 
or Inoculation may prevail, to consider the propriety of issuing such 
a Notice, either appended to the Notice, Porm N, or as a separate 
placard, as has been done in some cases, in terms similar to that of 
the Cautionary Notice annexed hereto.j

1. I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the 
Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to transmit herewith, to be 
laid before the Board of Guardians, a copy of a Circular which the 
Commissioners have addressed to the Committees of Management of 
Dispensary Districts, relating to tho duties of Medical Officers of 
Dispensaries under the Medical Charities Act, in regard to Vaccina- 
tion, and to the propriety of issuing Notices as thereto annexed, if 
such Notices are not already in use :* and tho Commissioners request 
that the Guardians will be good enough to cause such Notices to bo 
supplied on tbe Committee of any District in the Union furnishing 
the necessary particulars for the same. 

2. With a view to the successful performance of Vaccination, it 

is of importance that proper Vaccine Lymph; should be obtained 
and kept for use at the Dispensaries ; and with reference to tho 
means of insuring proper supplies of good Lymph, the Commissioners 
desire to call the attention of the Guardians to their Circular of the 
8th July last, in which the Commissioners stated as follows : 

“ Inquiries as to the mode of procuring Vaccine Lymph, for the use of the 
Medical Officers of Dispensaries in the Vaccination of persons coming to 
them for the purpose, in pursuance of sec. 13 of the Act, having been 
received by the Commissioners, they recommend that the Board of Guardians 
should procure the supplies that may be required for this purpose, from time 
to tune, from the Cow-Pock Institution ia Dublin, as already suggested bv 
the Commissioners in their Circulars of 7th March and 19th April 1848 in 
reference to the supply of Vaccine Lymph for the Vaccination of inmates of 
the Workhouse. The Commissioners understand that in some cases, the 
orders of the Board of Guardians upon the requisition of the Medical Officers 
and Committees of the Dispensaries for the supply of Lymph, having been 
forwarded to Druggists or Contractors for the supply of medicines, they have 
procured the Lymph from the Cow-Poek Institution, whose chares for 
Lymph so procured is a.. M. per packet. It would probably be found 
more economical and convenient for the Guardians to procure the Lymph 
driest from the Cow Peek-Institution, the Directors of which have made 
arrangements for supplying it to the Dispensaries in Ireland on payment of 
10s. bd. annuafiy for each Dispensary. As this subscription will insure a 
regular and sufficient supply of effective Lymph, for end. Dispensary District 
dGnl to ^ tbe - ? ul)s ° n l' tl0n P ai( b, Commissioners recommend the Guar- 
dians to consider the propriety of procuring the requisite supplies in this 
manner, if they do not already subscribe to tho Institution for this purpose 
as 1ms been already done by the Boards of Guardians of various Unions?" 

3, The Commissioners trust that the Guardians, as well as the 
Dispensary Committees and Medical Officers, will use every means 
m their power to promote and extend the practice of Vaccination 
and to repress that of Inoculation with Small Pox Virus in any 
Districts wherein the latter is found to prevail.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland find by returns from Dispensary Medical Officers 
and by other communications which they have lately received, that 
there are many Districts iu which the practice of Vaccination still 
appears to be much neglected ; and the Commissioners deem it their 
duty therefore to bring the subject again specially under the notice 
of the Committees of Management, and earnestly to request their 
attention to tlie performance of Vaccination by the Dispensary 
Medical Officers in tbeir respective Districts. . . 

The Commissioners think it very desirable that the Vaccination 
Register should be regularly and systematically examined ; and 
that the numbers vaccinated should bo from time to time compared 
with the estimated number of Births in the. District. . 

The Commissioners take this opportunity of again calling the 
attention of the Dispensary Committees to the various measures 
which have been recommended by them for removing misapprehen- 
sions and obviating any difficulties which may exist, and wine 
might prevent persons obtaining tlie benefit of Vaccination, llie 
Commissioners would particularly refer to the importance of having 
the Form “N”* posted throughout the District, and renewed irorn 
time to time where necessary ; and also to the expediency of commu- 
nicating with the Police authorities, with the view of having all 
practicable steps taken for the detection and punishment of pei sons 
guilty of the practice of Inoculation.

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The Commissioners think that it should be made known as gene- 
rally as possible, that there is no restriction as to the classes or des- 
cription of persons who may avail themselves of the. benefit of 
gratuitous Vaccination at the Dispensaries, and they think it very 
important, also, that the practice, which formerly prevailed in some 
Districts of requiring a deposit of money at the time of the perform- 
ance of Vaccination, as a security that the child vaccinated should 
he brought back on a subsequent day for inspection, should bo strictly 
forbidden, if in any case the practice has been continued since tho 
Commissioners’ Circular of tho 11th July, 1853,* on this subject was 
issued. The requiring of such a deposit is, in fact, contrary to the 
spirit of the 13th sec. of tho Medical Charities Act, by which the 
Dispensary Medical Officers are required to Vaccinate all persons 
who may come to thorn for that purpose. 

The Commissioners will forward a copy of this communication to 
the Medical Officers for their information, referring them at the same

68, and a Copy of a General Order under their 
Seal, dated the 16tli December, 1853, containing General Rules and 
Regulations issued by the Commissioners in pursuance of Section 12

2. Your duties as Medical Officer of the Dispensary

is likewise enclosed. 

3. The 8th Section of the Act, and the Regulations above referred

Ho. 1. — Report from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector. 

Parsonstown, December 13, 1854. • 

Gentlemen, 

I beg leave to inform you tliat, in compliance with tbe instruc- 
tions contained in your letter, No. 41,409 — ’54, of tlie 5ti instant, I 
made inquiry, on tbe 9th instant, into the particulars of certain 
cases of Cholera reported by Dr. Trotter, the Medical Officer of 
Summerliill Dispensary District, in the Trim Union, as havmg 
recently occurred in that District. 

I was informed by Dr. Trotter that the first case of the disease 
which lie had seen or heard of in the District occurred about the 
middle of November, in the person of a gentleman named Han bury* 
aged seventy years, residing several miles from the village of Sum- 
merhill, who, having gone to bed in apparently good health, was 
attacked during the night with profuse Diarrhcea. Medical advice 
was not sought for until the next morning, when Dr. Trotter was 
sent for, and found the patient in an advanced stage of Cholera. 
Mr. Hanbury died on the same day, after a few hours’ illness ; and 
it was stated that he had not left home for a considerable period, 
nor, as far as could be ascertained, liad lie been in communication 
with any person from an infected locality. 

Though Diarrhma was rather prevalent in the District, no other 
case of Cholera occurred for about a fortnight, when the disease 
appeared in the family of a man named O’Hara, residing in the 
village of Summerliill, of whom the following members were succes- 
sively attacked : — 

Michael O’PIara, aged thirteen years, a strong, healthy hoy, resid- 
ing with his parents in Summerhill, but employed in the day time 
in a farm, minding pigs, was seized with vomiting on the 2Sth 
ultimo, followed during the night by profuse Diarrhoea. No appli- 
cation for medical relief was made until the morning of the 29th, 
when he was immediately visited by the Medical Officer, who found 
him in a state of collapse, and labouring under the usual symptoms of 
malignant Cholera. The treatment consisted in the external applica- 
tion of stimulants and counter-irritants, and the internal adminis- 
tration of calomel and opium in small doses, frequently repeated, 
together with a mixture composed of equal parts of Pori wine and 
camphor mixture. I may here remark that this line of treatment, 
modified according to the age of each patient, was adopted in all the 
subsequent oases. These remedial measures had the effect of pro- 
ducing reaction in Michael O’Hara ; but consecutive fever having set 
in, he died on the 6th instant. I was informed by this boy’s father, 
and by his employer, the Rev. Mr, Craig, that he had not been out 
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ot the village lor a long time before his attack ; nor could his illness 
he traced to communication with any person from a locality where 
the disease was prevalent. 

Christopher O’Hara, aged three years, a delicate child, subject to 
chronic irritability of the bowels, and brother of the last-mentioned 
patient, was attacked with vomiting and purging on the night of 
the 29th ultimo. On the morning of the 30th, when seen by the 
Medical Officer, the symptoms of Cholera were well marked, and 
he died on the same day, about ten o'clock, p.m. 

John O’Hara, aged e'leven years, was seized, early in the morn- 
ing of the 1st instant, with vomiting and purging, followed by 
collapse. He was visited by the Modioal Officer at ten o’clock, a.m., 
on the same day ; and the treatment above described having been 
adopted, slight reaction took place, followed by fever of very low 
type, of which he died on the 5th instant. 

Thomas O'Hara, aged five years, was also seized with the disease 
on the 1st instant. As in the cases of his brothers, Michael and 
John, the symptoms at first yielded to treatment, hut he died of 
consecutive fever on the 6tli instant. 

James O’Hara, aged seven years, was attacked on the 3rd instant, 
and died on the following day, after twenty- two hours’ illness. 

Anne O’Hara, aged thirty-seven years, mother of the last-men- 
tioned, five patients, and who had anxiously tended them during 
their illness, was attacked with Cholera during the night of the 3rd 
instant. When visited by the Medical Officer at five o’clock, A.M., 
on the 4th, she was in a state of extreme collapse, and the worst 
symptoms of the disease were present. In her case, after an unsuc- 
cessful trial of the treatment above described, pills of acetate of lead 
with opium were administered, but without any beneficial result ; 
and she died on the 5th instant, about eleven o’clock, P.M. This 
patient was, at the time of her seizure, aud up to the very hour of 
her death, suckling an infant about four months old. 

Mary O’Hara, aged eight years, was attacked during the night of 
the 5th instant, about the time of her mother’s death. She had 
been suffering from Diarrhoea for ten or twelve hours previously, 
without application having been made for medical relief. When 
visited by the Medical Officer on the morning of the Cth, slie was 
in a hopeless state of collapse, and died at an early hour on the 
following morning. 

Up to the date of my visit no other case had occurred in the 
District. 

From the foregoing particulars it appears that eight cases have 
occurred in the District, all of which have terminated fatally; and that 
of these eight, seven were members of one family who fell victims 
to the disease during a period of ten days, ended on the 7th instant. 
The only members of this family who have as yet escaped are the 
father, who is a person of intemperate habits, having been in a state of 
intoxication nearly the entire time that his wife and children were 
ill, and an infant, four months old, who was lifted from its mother’s 
breast after she was dead. 

The O’Haras as soon aB the disease appeared among them were 
forsaken by their friends and neighbours, and the Medical Officer

ami the Rev. Mr. Craig were almost the only persons who would 
enter the house. The latter informed me that ho had been obliged 
with his own hands to coffin and nail down two of the children. 

With reference to the extent to which sanitary measures have 
been adopted in the District, I ascertained that the Committee have 
from time to time taken steps for enforcing the removal of nuisances 
from tho vicinity of the dwellings of the poor, but that nothing has 
been done by them towards cleaning the interior of the cabins, many 
of which are stated to be in a most unwholesome state of dirtiness,

Those 
three persons wore in Westport, at a fair held there, on Monday last; 
slept there that night, and returned home on Tuesday.

Case 1; Thursday, January 4. — Patt Malley, aged about forty-five 
years, was at tho fair of Westport on Monday last; came to his 
brother-in-law’s house at Askilane on Tuesday evening, was taken 
suddenly mnvell there with purging and vomiting about one o’clock, 
a.m., on Thursday; these continued, accompanied with great pros- 
tration up to eleven o’clock, when I first saw him. There was 
scarcely any pulse to ho felt at the wrist; the extremities and skin 
generally were quite cold, features contracted, eyes sunken, tongue 
cold and clammy, and could only speak in whispers; had got a little 
brandy in tiro morning. I immediately ordered more covering on 
the bed, bottles of hot water to his feet and inside of his thighs, a 
large mustard poultice to his stomach, some brandy and hot water 
to be given every half hour, also a table-spoonful of a stimulating 
and aromatic mixture every hour. 

Friday, January 5. — Got an account this morning to say that tho 
purging had ceased, hut that the vomiting still continued; sent him 
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a creosote draught, -which they neglected to give him ; has passed 
no urine for the last thirty-six hours; gave the same mixture as 
yesterday, with the addition of carbonate of ammonia. When I saw 
him to-day, about three o’clock, he appeared to be sinking fast. 

Case 2; Friday, January 5 . — Nancy Stanton, aged twenty-two 
years, residing at Accony, was at the fair of Westport on Monday; 
returned home on Tuesday; was taken unwell on yesterday morn- 
ing with vomiting and purging. I got no account from her until 
to-day. I immediately went to see her; the vomiting and purging 
being severe, skin and extremities cold, pulse very small and feeble, 
I ordered a mustard poultice to the epigastrium, bottles of hot water 
to surface, a little brandy and water every half hour, a creosote 
draught immediately, and a stimulant mixture to be taken every 
hour. 

Case 3. — Anthony Berry was at the fair of Westport on Monday; 
got unwell with vomiting, purging, and pain in his stomach, on 
Wednesday, about four o’clock, p.m. I did not hear of his being 
unwell until yesterday, and when I went to see him, I found him 
sitting up, and appearing to be almost as well as ever. 



!No. 3. — Letter from Gerald Molloy, Esq., Medical Officer 
of Louisburgh Dispensary District. 

Louisburgh, January 10, 1855. 

Gentlemen, 

, I have to report that Patt Malloy, whose caso I mentioned in 
my last report, died on Friday night. Thero liavo been five new 
cases of Cholera since then; two of those have been fatal; the re- 
mainder are still under treatment. 

Three of those five cases were living in the house, and in attend- 
ance on Nancy Stanton, whose ease was also mentioned in my last 
report. 

There have been no new cases since Sunday.

I' 0 - 4. Report from Dr. Dillon, Medical Inspector. 

Westport, January 20, 1855. 

Gentlemen, 

The accompanying return of the Medical Officer gives all the 
cases of Cholera that have occurred in the Louisburgh Dispensary 
District, Of the seven reported, hut two have had any communi- 
cation with the town of Westport. Patrick Malloy, No. 1, is said 
to have passed a great part of the day of the first of January in an 
infected house in Westport. Nancy Stanton, No. 4, had attended 
the fair of Westport on the same day, returned home on the second 
instant, and was attacked with purging and vomiting on the fourth 
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instant; her mother, sister, and brother, living in the same house, 
were tahon ill between the fifth and seventh instant, — the mother 
sinking in collapse in forty-eight hours. The three children recov- 
ered slowly, after having passed through consecutive fever. 

Nos. 2 and 7 had no communication with Westport, or persons 
labouring under the Disease, resided at a considerable distance from 
each other, and from the other five cases. 

District at present healthy. Cholera still lingers in the town and 
at the quay of Westport. Four cases reported in the course of this 
day, of whom two were found dead at the visit of the Medical 
Officer.

No. 5 Report from Dr. Geary, Medical Inspector. 

Limerick, January 11, 1855. 

Geutlemen, 

Adverting to my Report of tlie 14th April, 1854, m reference 
to the condition of Cholera “ on board ships, especially those to sail 
« with emigrants from the port of Limerick,” I beg leave to forward 
herewith, a return of the casualties which betel the emigrants 
embarked on board the ship “ Primrose”— one of the vessels, the 
condition and arrangement of which we embodied in my commu- 
nication. 

Previous to the departure of this vessel from the quays ot Lim- 
erick, a tendency to the development of Cholera existed ; and the 
cases’numbered 1 and 2 died of the. disease on shore; and No. 3 
was transmitted to St. John’s Hospital, being in the extreme stage 
of the affection. This occurred on the 10th of April, and on the 
12th the vessel had already removed to Scattery Roads, in the River 
Shannon, where she was detained by the Emigration Office till a 
medical man could be procured to take charge of the passengers and 
crew during the voyage to Quebec. 

Of the passengers, Nos. 5, 29, and 30, were admitted into the 
Medical Department of the Kilrush Union Workhouse — where No. 
5 died, and the other two recovered ; the remaining three, No. 4, 6, 
and 7, would appear to bo those referred to in my Report as haring 
died on board the ship — their remains having been left on the shore 
in a wooden box. Although I am unable to learn the number of 
bodies which were contained in the box or coffin — of the fact there 
is no doubt, “that the bodies of persons who died on board the 
“ ‘ Primrose’ of Cholera, were left on the heacli as staled, and that the 
“local authorities had them interred in the churchyard at Shana- 
“kiel, on the 14th April, 1854.” 

The vessel having sailed on the last named date, it would appear 
that during the voyage twenty emigrants died of Cholera, and erne 
while she lay at quarantine at Quebec. Her burden was 533 tons ; 
and the following constituted the number of emigrauts and crew,

The return was derived from the Quebec Mercury, dated 2oth 
May — (at which date the “Primrose” arrived). And from reference 
to the Passengers’ Roll, obligingly permitted by Captain Ellis, r.n., 
Emigration Office at Limerick, corrected by the medical gentleman 
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who had charge of the vessel on her voyage out, who informed me 
that a good deal of Diarrhoea had also prevailed; and that 143 
persons in all were attacked subsequent to his going on board on 
the 14th April, of whom one child and one old man died in addition 
+o those enumerated in Return B. 

The fatality which attended this vessel from the date when 
Cholera became localized among the passengers at the Port of Lim- 
erick where the disease prevailed as an epidemic at the time, affords 
a forcible example of the defective state of the Maritime Laws, 
which do not hitherto appear to have contemplated such stringent 
sanitary regulations as would insure the protection of emigrants, by 
authorizing the detention of this vessel— the removal of the passen- 
gers cargo, and stores ; and the adoption of cleansing, purification 
by timewashing, and other correctives, previous to the voyage being 

undertaken. , , , . . , ,. 

It is worthy of notice, as showing the tendency winch disease 
often presents— of spreading among members of the same family— 
that among the deaths are to he found eight members of the Lgan 
family, and four members of the “ Kirbys.”

No. 6 — Letter from Dr. Stokes, Medical Officer of 
Mullingar Dispensary District. 

Mullingar, January 12. 

Gentlemen, 

I regret to have to report that Asiatic Cholera has made its 
appearance in this town. Within the last three days five fatal cases 
have occurred, and I have seen hut two recoveries. The Dispensary 
Committee, who act here as a Board of Health, are to meet to-morrow, 
when I expect precautionary measures will be adopted.

No. 7. — Report from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector. 

73, Upper Leeson-street, Dublin, 
January 30, 1S55. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg leave to acquaint you that, in pursuance of the instructions 
contained in your letter, No. 1,474 — ’55, of the 13th instant, 1 
made inquiry on the 23rd instant, respecting several cases of Cholera 
reported by Dr. Stokes, the Medical Officer of the Mullingar Dispen- 
sary District in the above Union, as having recently occurred in 
that District; and also as to the sanitary condition of the district 
generally. I was informed by the Medical Officer, that the first five 
cases that are said to have occurred in the town of Mullingar, and 
which are referred to in his communication of the 12th instant, were 
not at any time under his care, but were patients of other medical 
practitioners residing in the town. 

I accordingly applied to Dr. Kelly, of Mullingar, who, as I was 
told, had attended the first cases that had appeared in the neigh- 
bourhood, for any particulars of interest with which he could furnish 
me, relating to these cases. Dr. Kelly stated, that the first case he 
hail seen was that of a little gill, about three or four years of age, 
the child of a soldier in the G2iul regiment, who was attacked with 
well-marked symptoms of Cholera, on the 11th instant, to the best 
of his recollection. She Had been ill for two days previously with 
Diarrhoea and irritable stomach, without medical advice having been 
procured for her, and died on the 12th instant. This patient had 
accompanied her father from Dublin, where he had been quartered, 
and arrived in Mullingar on the 13th December. Dr. Kelly also 
mentioned that when attending this child, he had been informed that 
a young woman had died, a few days before, of purging and vomiting, 
in that immediate locality ; hut that he had been unable to obtain 
any particulars of her case, or to. trace any communication between 
her and the first case ho had seen. The remaining four cases alluded 
to in Dr. Stokes’ letter of the 13th instant, and which had also been 

e 2 
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visited by Dr. Kelly, occurred iu various parts of the town ; of these 
one bad recovered, and three had terminated fatally. Dr. Kelly, 
has subsequently seen another fatal case, in his private practice. 

The first case attended by Dr. Stolces was that of Patrick Gaffney 
aged fifty years, a person of intemperate habits, living in Cabbage- 
street, Mullingar, who was seized at an early hour on the morning 
of the 13th instant, with purging, vomiting, and cramps. 'When 
seen by the Medical Officer, at eight o’clock, a.in., lie was in a state of 
collapse, and the evacuations presented the characteristic appearance. 
In addition to external and internal stimulants, a mixture contain- 
ing acetate of lead and tincture of opium was administered, but with 
scarcely any effect on the symptoms; and he died on the 15th instant. 
Since the above, the Medical Officer had, up to the period of my 
visit, attended ten cases of the disease iu the town of Mullingar and 
its immediate vicinity, making in all eleven cases ; of which, one 
had recovered, seven had died, aud three had been removed to the 
Workhouse Hospital. The treatment employed had been the same 
as that described in the case of Patrick Gaffney. 

It appears, therefore, that including the cases attended by Dr. 
Kelly, there have occurred in this District, between the 11th aud 
23rd instant, seventeen cases ; of which twelve terminated in death, 
two in recovery, and three were under treatment at the time of 
inspection. 

With reference to the present sanitary state of the District, it 
appears that Diarrhoea is rather prevalent among the poor ; but 
that a considerable number of these cases do not make timely appli- 
cation to the Medical Officer for relief. The Committee of the Dis- 
trict, at their meeting on the 13th instant, appointed an Inspector 
of Nuisances, at £1 per week, who has undertaken to employ three 
men as assistants, for removing nuisances, serving notices, white- 
washing and cleansing houses, Ac. Lime, buckets, and brashes have 
also been supplied. 

At the date of my visit, the Guardians had not taken any steps 
for providing hospital accommodation for Cholera patients in the 
town of Mullingar ; but several cases had been sent by the Medical 
Officer, and by the Relieving Officer of the District, to the Work- 
house Fever Hospital ; which, it appears, is a detached building, 
and contains sufficient separate accommodation.

No. 8 — Letter from J. G. Cahill, Esq., Medical Officer 
of Castletowngeoghegan Dispensary District. 

Ballynacargy, January 23, 1855. 

Gentlemen, 

Agreeably to instruction in your circular, 3rd January, 1854, 
1 have to report a case of Asiatic Cholera that occurred in the above 
District, the particulars of which are as follow : — 

On Saturday, the 20th instant, I received a visiting ticket, and 
immediately attended on Eliza Handibode, age seven years, living 
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at Monaduff, in the Electoral Division of Streamstown. The synip- 
toms were vomiting, purging, excessive thirst, complete prostration, 
loss of voice, general coldness of the body, and blueness of the skill. 
I administered stimulants of ammonia, with small doses of acetate 
of lead and opium, and, as soon as could be procured, gave small 
and repeated quantities of whiskey punch ; but I regret to say, 
that notwithstanding this treatment the child died within three hours 
afterwards. I should have before observed that the state of collapse 
iu which I saw her existed for three hours before my arrival, and 
that she laboured under Diarrhoea for two days previously. 

If I had a doubt as to this having been a case of malignant 
Cholera, it was dispelled by the fact, that two other children, older 
than the above (her brother and sister), had both died in the same 
house on the night previously, having been similarly affected. They 
complained at nightfall, and died about four o’clock next morning. 
In the house adjoining I treated two cases of Choleraic Diarrhoea 
on same day, and both recovered. 

No new cases of Cholera or Diarrhoea have since arisen in the 
District, and I have reason to hope, from the exertion of the Dis- 
pensary Committee in enforcing the application of the Nuisances 
Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts that no fresh cases may occur. 

After minute inquiry, I am unable to trace any connexion that 
those parties may have had, either by themselves or through strang- 
ers with localities where the disease now exists. They lived in 
a completely isolated position in the fields, a considerable distance 
from the public highway; and I can only attribute the disease 
attacking them to the facts, that those children having no mother, 
and seen only every night by their father, after his return from 
work, have long been in a state of chronic starvation ; that Diarrhoea 
had existed in all of them many days, but not observed in the two 
first that died, as they spent every day away from their home, 
returning only at night ; that the youngest, not being able to stray 
away with them, the looseness of her bowels was early noticed in 
her, but, unfortunately, no moans were sought to have the disease 
arrested ; and thus, that the Diarrhoea, under the prevailing epi- 
demic influence, quickly merged into Cholera under circumstances 
so favourable to its development. 

I beg further to report that I immediately convened an extra- 
ordinary meeting of the Committee of Management, and that they 
have made the necessary application to Board of Guardians for 
the notices, as directed in Circular referred to, for medicines specially 
recommended in cases of Cholera, and for lime for purposes of sani- 
tary precautions.

Gentlemen, 

I beg leave to inform you, that in compliance with your 
instructions of the 25th instant, No. 2,923— ’55, 1 made inquiry on 
the 27th instant respecting the particulars of somo cases of Cholera, 
reported by Dr. Cahill, the Medical Officer, as having occurred in 
the Csistletowngeoghegan Dispensary District of Mullingar Union, 
and as to the general sanitary condition of the District. 

The Medical Officer reports that the first ease of the disease that 
came under his notice in the District was that of Eliza Handibode, 
aged seven years, living at Monadufl, in the Electoral Division of 
Streamstown. About noon, on Saturday, the 20tli instant, she was 
attacked with symptoms of Cholera, having been sulicring from 
Diarrhcea for two or three days previously. When visited by Dr. 
Cahill, at four o’clock, i'.m., she was in a state of complete collapse, 
and labouring under the ordinary symptoms of malignant Cholera. 
Internal stimulants, with small and frequently repeated doses of 
acetate of lead and opium, were administered, hut without auy 
beneficial effect ; and she died at seven o’clock in tlie evening, after 
an illness of about seven hours. It appears that at four o’clock, A. SI., 
on the same day, a brother and sister of Eliza Handibode — the 
former aged nine, and the latter eleven years — had died in the same 
house, having been affected with similar symptoms. They had been 
taken ill on the evening before, but no application had been made 
to the Medical Officer on their behalf. 

On the same day, the 20tli instant, Dr. Cahill also visited and 
prescribed for two cases of Choleraic Diarrhoea in the cottage 
adjoining that of the Handibodes ; and tho remedies employed had 
the effect of arresting the symptoms, though one of the patients, a 
man named John Emmett, eventually died of debility on tho 23rd 
instant. 

The history given of Emmett’s case is, that for somo tiino past he 
had been affected with Diarrhcea, from which he was gradually 
recovering, when, about a week before his death, he went to a 
fair or market in the town of Mullingar, and remained there the 
greater part of the day. Cholera had at -that time made its appear- 
ance in Mullingar, and several deaths had occurred in consequence. 
Eor a day or two after his return home Emmett was not worse than 
before, but on the 19tli instant ho was violently attacked with 
Choleraic Diarrhoea ; and though the symptoms yielded to treatment, 
he died, as above stated, on the 23rd instant. 

A few days afterwards tlie Medical Officer happened to be in the 
neighbourhood of the houses where these cases had occurred, and 
called to make inquiry as to the health of the remaining inmates, 
when he was informed that on the Sunday evening previously, the 
21st instant, another sister of Eliza Handibode, about four years of 
age, bad been taken ill with purging, vomiting, and cramps, and 
died at an early hour on the following morning, without any appli- 
cation having been made for the attendance of the Medical Officer. 
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Dr. Cahill also informed me that the father of the above-mentioned 
children was himself an applicant at the Dispensary, on the day 
of my visit, suffering from Diarrhcea, with which he had been on 
that morning attacked. Thus it appears that six cases of Choleraic 
disease have occurred in the District between the 19th and 23rd 
instant, and that of these five terminated fatally. The houses in 
which the disease appeared stand at a considerable distance from 
the public road, and are surrounded by fields ; and John Emmett 
was the only one of tile inhabitants who had been in a locality 
where Cholera prevails ; but as the cottage in which ho lived 
adjoins that in which the children died, there is every probability 
that there was free communication between the two families. 

As regards the general sanitary state of the District, the Medical 
Officer states that Influenza and Bronchitis are very prevalent, hut 
that afi'ections of the bowels are of rare occurrence. He also 
informed me that the Committee of Management are actively exert- 
ing themselves in putting in force the provisions of the Nuisances 
Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts, and have applied to the 
Board of Guardians for a supply of lime to be used in whitewashing 
and cleansing the habitations of the poor.

No. 10. — Letter from Dr. Hutchinson, Medical Officer of 
Jamestown Dispensary District. 

Carrick-on-Shannon, January 26, 1855. 
Sir, 

In reply to your letter, as directed by the Commissioners, received 
this day, I have to state that I received a visiting ticket for John 
M'Dermott, of this town, aged sixty, on Sunday, the 14th instant, 
whose friends informed me he had been ailing for ten or twelve days, 
and the day before he sent for a dose of castor oil to a grocer’s : 
that -soon after taking it he began to purge most violently, and 
occasionally vomited. When I saw him he was evidently moribund. 
I got him a carminative draught without delay, which lie could not 
swallow, and he died in about fifteen minutes afterwards. I looked 
on his case as one of sinking from Hypercatharsis, he being an old 
man and debilitated from former excesses. Hie friends being 
respectable they had a largely attended wake and funeral. The 
woman who washed him and laid him out, named Anne Butler, aged 
forty years, sent a visiting ticket on the 18th, at twelve o’clock, noon. 
I visited her immediately ; she appeared to have every symptom of 
the collapsed stage of the Asiatic Cholera, except the rice appearance 
in the discharges. The house she lived in was crowded with lodgers 
of her own rank in life ; I gave them every directions, to have hot 
bricks put into the bed with her (which was on a damp floor near 
the fire), and. keep up the.heat as much, as possible : and brought her 
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husband with me to the Dispensary to carry the medicine to her. I 
desired him to make her take a wine-glassful of it immediately. 
I visited her in an hour and a-kalf afterwards, and found they had 
not given her the draught, hut left her just as I had seen her. I 
gave it myself, and roused them to some exertion. Looking on her 
case as one of Cholera, I waited on Colonel Cox, Chief Magistrate of 
the town and D.V.O., and ageut of the Proprietor, Mr. St, George, 
on the following morning (Anne Butler having died that night), to' 
consult with him about taking all necessary precautions and the 
propriety of reporting the case to the Commissioners. We agreed 
in the danger there might be in alarming the peoplo of the town 
and causing a panic, and so bring on the wretched state of the town 
which existed in 1833, when all the inhabitants fled, and none 
remained but the military in barracks, the curate’s family, and my 
own. Another gentleman, an ex-otticio Guardian, joined us ; and we 
all agreed that I was not to report unless another well-marked case 
occurred, and that has not happened up to the present time. There 
has not been a now case of any kind registered at this Dispensary 
since the 19th, and of eleven registered at Drumsna on the 20th 
(baturday), there was not one of even an approach to premonitory 
symptoms. Colonel Cox gave an order for a coffin for Anne Butler, 
and directed the sergeant of police to have her interred as soon as 
possible, and sent another of the constabulary for tlie Relieving 
Officer, who, with the assistance of that force, Iiavo been engaged 
ever since in taking all precautions for preserving the hoaltb of the 
town, according to the printed directions contained in the last Report 
of the Commissioners on the Medical Charities. A meeting of the 
Managing Committee of the Dispensary has also been summoned for 
to-morrow, Saturday, the 27tli instant, to consult on further sanitary 
measures. J 



I think it right to state further, for the information of the Com- 
missioners, that I received a visiting ticket for Mary Powel, a°-ed 
fourteen, on the 17th instant. She lived in a wretched hovel, called 
the standing barracks, which is crowded with poor lodgers. She 
had the common fever of the country; and, at the request of the 
lodgers, I desired her brother to get an order to have her removed 
to the Hospital of the Workhouse, which was not done till the 
following day, and she died there on the day after admission • and 
I heard accidentally, that her case was pronounced Cholera by the 
Medical Officer of the Workhouse. If so, she had not a single symp- 
tom of the disease when I saw her ; and from long experience I am 
not likely to be mistaken. Dp to this date (the 26th instant) there 
is no Cholera or any appearance of it in this District ; and on inquiry 
1 and there are only seven cases of fever in the Workhouse, four 
men and three females. 



Prom my experience of the habits and feelings of the country 
people (nearly thirty years), if the cases of Cholera become numerous, 
It will be scarcely possible to save one of them if a proper place is 
not at once provided to have them removed to, where they can have 
concentrated attendance, and so prevent the spread of disease, by 
contagion at least ; and in talking over that subject with Colonel 
Cox and Mr. William Peyton, Ex-officio Guardian, they were of 
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opinion no house could ho had for that purpose. It, therefore, 
remains for the Commissioners and Board of Guardians to consider 
the propriety of appropriating a part of the Workhouse Hospital, 
or the whole of it, if necessary, for the reception of Cholera patients.

No. 11 — Report from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector. 

Tullamore, February 3, 1855. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg leave to inform you that, in compliance with the instructions 
contained in your letter of the 23rd ultimo, No. 2,614 — '55, 1 visited 
Athlone on the 27th ult., and made inquiry into the circumstances 
of three cases of malignant Cholera reported by Dr. Hetherington, 
the Medical Officer, as having occurred in the Athlone Dispensary 
District of the above Union. I also made inquiry as to the sanitary 
state of the Athlone Dispensary District, and as to the extent to 
which the provisions of the Nuisances Hemoval and Diseases Pre- 
vention Acts have been put into operation in the District. 

Dr. Hetherington informed me that the first case, in which his 
attendance had been required, was that of Margaret Doolan, aged 
twenty-two years, living in Burchill’s-row, Connaught side of 
Athlone, who was taken ill at seven o’clock, a.m., on Sunday, the 
21st ult., with purging and vomiting. Dr. Hetherington was not 
sent for until two o’clock, p.m., when he immediately visited her, 
and found her in a hopeless state of collapse — livid and pulseless — 
and labouring under the usual symptoms of malignant Cholera. 
External and internal stimulants were freely employed ; and a pill, 
containing two grains of calomel, one grain of powder of capsicum, 
and half a grain of opium, given every half hour. These remedies 
produced no effect, and she died at ten o’clock, p.m., on the same day. 

It appears that on the day before, viz., Saturday, the 20th ultimo, 
a railway labourer had died in a house only a few yards distant from 
that in which Margaret Doolan lived, without having been visited 
by any Medical Practitioner; but Dr. Hetherington states that from 
the description of his symptoms, given by the woman in whose house 
he lodged, there can he no doubt that the disease of which he died 
was Cholera. This man had been residing for several weeks in the 
town of Mullingar, and came from that place to Athlone on Tuesday, 
the 16th ult. (at which time Cholera existed in Mullingar), suffering 
from Diarrhoea, which continued, unchecked by treatment, until 
Friday, the 19th ult., when he was seized with vomiting and cramps, 
and died at an early hour on the next morning. It has been ascer- 
tained that during his illness Margaret Doolan, the first-mentioned 
patient, had frequently visited the house in which he lodged. 
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Since the above the following five cases have occurred in Athloue, 
and all in the same immediate neighbourhood : — 

Martin Fallon, a boy living in Pipe-lane, was attacked with symp- 
toms of Cholera at a late hour on the night of Sunday, the 21st ult., 
and died at five o’clock the next morning, without any notice of 
his illness having been given to the Medical Officer. 

John Murtagh, aged forty years, living in Connaught-street, near 
Pipe Lane, was attacked with the disease at eleven o’clock, p.m., on 
the 22nd ult. He was immediately placed under treatment similar 
to that adopted in the case of Margaret Doolan, but died at seven 
o’clock on the next morning. 

Winifred Doonegan, aged twenty-five years, living in Pipe-lane, 
was taken ill early on the morning of the 23rd ult. She was seen 
soon afterwards by the Medical Officer, and the same treatment was 
adopted as in the former cases. Reaction took place in a few hours, 
followed by fever of low type, for which she was under treatment 
at the date of my visit. 

Mrs. C ,aged 30 years, wife of a tradesman living in Connaught- 

street, and in the third month of pregnancy, was suddenly attacked 
with profuse Diarrhaa on the morning of the 23rd ultimo, having been 
much alarmed on hearing, the evening before, that Cholera had 
broken out in Athlone. She was visited by Dr. Hotherington, as a 
private patient, at 11 o’clock, a.m., at which time the Diarrhoea had 
ceased, but the vomiting and cramps were violent, and the state of 
debility extreme. These symptoms resisted all treatment, and she 
died at seven o’clock on the following morning. 

Michael Rooney, aged fifty years, a labourer, living in Cemetery- 
laue — a continuation of Pipe-lane — was attacked with Diarrhoea 
at nine o’clock, a.m., on the 23rd ultimo. Disregarding this symp- 
tom he went to his work, but returned at three o’clock in the after- 
noon, suffering from vomiting and cramps. At seven o’clock, p.m., 
the Medical Officer was sent for; and, on his visiting the patient, 
found him labouring under well-marked symptoms of Cholera. The 
same line of treatment having been pursued as in the other cases, 
reaction set in during the night, followed by consecutive fever, for 
which he was under treatment on the 27th ultimo. 

From the foregoing statement it appears that in the interval 
between the 19th and 23d ultimo, seven persons, including the 
railway labourer, were attacked with Cholera in the town of Athlone; 
and that of these, five had died, and two were under treatment at 
the date of inquiry. 

The Medical Officer states that in other respects the District is 
remarkably healthy, ordinary Catarrh being the only affection preva- 
lent, and cases of Diarrhoea of rare occurrence. 

The Board of Guardians, and the Sanitary Committee appointed 
by them on the 22nd ultimo, have taken measures for putting in 
force the provisions of the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Preven- 
tion Acts in the District. A Sanitary Inspector has been appointed, 
and instructed to serve notices of the existence of nuisances, and, 
when necessary, to summon parties before the Magistrates. Lime 
and peat charcoal have been provided, and three men are constantly 
engaged in cleansing and whitewashing the houses of the poor in 
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that part of the town in which the disease has appeared. The 
Board of Guardians have also empowered the Sanitary Committee, 
in the event of the continuance of the epidemic, to take a suitable 
house in the town for the purposes of a Cholera Hospital, and the 
Master of the Workhouse has been authorized to supply such Hos- 
pital with beds and fuel. Since the above was written I have been 
informed by the Medical Officer that subsequently to the 27tli ult., 
no fresh case of Cholora, and but one of Diarrhoea, has occurred in 
his District, up to the date of this Report. Ho mentioned, however, 
that two cases of Choleraic Diarrhoea had occurred in the Barracks, 
both of which ho believed had recovered.

No 12. — Report from Dr. Knox, Medical Inspector. 

Belfast, February 10, 1855. 
Sir, 

I have to report that I, yesterday, visited the Larne Dispen- 
sary District, with reference to the annexed letters of the Medical 
Officer, reporting the appearance of several cases of Cholera therein, 
and which I return herewith. 

The disease appears to be lingering in the District, but with no 
active disposition to spread, eight cases in all having occurred from 
the fourth ultimo up to the period of my visit on the niuth instant, 
when one case was under treatment, and the patient, whom I visited 
in company with the Medical Officer, appeared to be going on favour- 
ably. No communication, either between the parties affected, or with 
any ascertained source of infection is traceable; and, although several 
inmates occupy each house in which the disease has appeared, it has 
not spread beyond the person first attacked. The first patient of the 
eight mentioned, although dying in Larne, was a resident in Bally- 
mena; but whether exposed there to any direct source of infection, 
1 could not ascertain. 

In some of the cases, the houses were airy and healthily situated, 
and in others they were small, filthy, and ill-ventilated; but not 
more so than the average of other tenements of the same class. 

Of the seven houses in which the disease has recently appeared, 
it only showed itself in one during the past year, when the epidemic 
was prevalent; and in that house, which is situated in Main-street, 
three cases of Cholera then occurred. On visiting this tenement, 
the residence of John Chambers, who recently fell a victim to the 
disease, in company with the Medical and Relieving Officers, I found 
the sewerage to be in a very defective state, and requiring immediate 
attention for its improvement. 

The funerals of the patients lately dead were all effected within 
twenty-four hours after their decease, and measures adopted for 
cleausing and whitewashing not only the houses in which they had 
died, but also the adjoining tenements. . - 
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Since my former inspection of tlio District, the drainage lias, in 
some respects, been materially improved, especially by cleaning out 
and deepening the river, which gives an improved fall, for carrying 
off sewage matters from part of the town. A leading cul verted drain is, 
however, still much required in the Main-street; the only sewer at 
present existing in the greater part of its course being merely tile 
water-table, or surface channel, which in many places affords no suf- 
ficient fall to carry off the sewage from the houses, even if that mode 
of carrying them oft' were not objectionable. The consequence is 
that in various places the liquid matters are foul and stagnant. A 
correspondence lias previously taken place on this subject between 
the Committee, Board of Guardians, and tlio Commissioners, and the 
question, as I am given to understand, is now under the considera- 
tion of the Town Commissioners. An impetus might possibly bo 
given to the affair, if the Board of Guardians wero again addressed 
on the subject, to ascertain what prospect exists of having tlio neces- 
sary improvements effected. 

In some other parts of the town also the drainage requires atten- 
tion, as in the yard in Old Town, where Mary Jane Bell died of 
Cholera, and in Cooper’a-laue, where another case of the disease 
recently occurred. These and some other places should he carefully 
examined, and the sewers, where foul, cleaned out, and deepened 
where it may be necessary. A drain is also required to run from 
the vicinity of the gas-works to the sea. 

Apart from the sewerage, the cleansing of tlio town is reported to 
be in a pretty satisfactory state, with a few exceptions, to which I 
drew attention. Places demanding improvement in this respect are 
Cooper’s-lane, the rears of some houses in Main-street, and of the 
Methodist Chapel, and the vicinity of five new houses on the new 
Ballymena road. The difficulty of keeping various parts of the 
town in a proper state of cleanliness is augmented by the want of 
suitable privies. 

In all the cases of Cholera which have occurred recently, the 
Medical Ofiicer states Diarrhcna to liavo heon a preliminary symp- 
tom; but great delay appears to have occurred in making applica- 
tion for Medical Relief, although the Medical Officer lias attended at 
once to all cases immediately on tlieir being reported to him, in the 
same manner as if the Cholera Order were in operation; and although 
the people have been made aware of the proper quarter in which to 
apply for instant advice and medicine, by suitable placards, duly 
circulated throughout the town, and even left at their residences. 
This peculiar apathy, or disinclination to apply for early Medical 
Relief, has been observable in many places where the epidemic has 
prevailed. 

With reference to the sanitary state of the rural parts of the 
Larne District, the Medical and Relieving Officers concur in stating 
that it is not in a satisfactory state in various places : that it again 
demands attention, to procure the abatement of nuisances, the con- 
stant tendency of which is to reaccumulate, unless an active and 
continued surveillance he maintained.

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No. 13.— Letter from Dr. Ferris, Medical Offioer of Larne

Larne, March 6, 1855. 

Gentlemen, 

Another case of Asiatic Cholera occurred in Larne (Point-street) 
yesterday morning. The patient, J ames Edwards, aged twenty-one, 
a blacksmith, had neglected Diarrhcoa for twenty-four hours, and 
cramps with vomiting, six hours, before I was called upon, when I 
found him in extreme collapse. He died eight or nine hours after- 
wards. 

I should, perhaps, apprize the Commissioners of another case, as I 
was the only medical man in attendance, which occurred the same 
(Sunday) night as the above case, in the village of Qleno,four miles 
from Larne, in the Ballynure Dispensary District, but close to the 
boundary of my District. The patient, William M'Doweil, aged 
forty-five, a farmer, had been drinking to excess in Larne two days 
before, had Diarrhoea (neglected), afterwards followed by cramps and 
vomiting. He was also in extreme collapse when I first saw him, 
and died this morning. 

I am happy to say that the last four cases of Cholera I reported, 
three of whom were under treatment when I wrote last, have all 
recovered.

No. 14. — Letter from Dr. Ferris, Medical Officer of Larne 
Dispensary District. 

Larne, March 10, 1855. 

Gentlemen, 

I visited a new case of Asiatic Cholera to-day, in the townland 
of Ballyhone, and Larne Dispensary District. 

The patient, a farmer, named John M'Dowell, aged forty-five, had 
been ill more than twenty-four hours with Diarrhcea, vomiting, and 
cramps, before I was called upon. I found him in collapse and 
pulseless. I have no hope of his recovery. This man is cousin to 
the patient, William M'Dowell, of Gleno, whose case I reported on 
the sixth instant. 

His residence, a tolerably clean farm-house, is half a-mile distant 
from Gleno. 

Contrary to advice, his cousin -was “ waked,” and this man spent 
some time at the “ wake,” which, perhaps, may account for his 
attack.

Report of two cases of Asiatic Cholera which have occurred in the 
Ballycarry Dispensary District. 

1. Samuel Hunter, labourer, aged fifty-six years, has no fixed 
residence, came to his son-in-law’s house on the 28th ultimo, and 
whilst labouring in his son-in-law’s garden on the forenoon of the 
29th ultimo, he was seized with pains in the abdomen, looseness of 
bowels, and counting, and soon after with cramps. I received a 
ticket to visit him on the evening of the 30th ultimo, and found him 
still labouring under the above symptoms, with evacuations from 
bowels watery— -feet cold — shivering — pulse weak. I gave brandy 
and opium, and applied bottles with hot water to the feet and 
abdomen ; he is a little relieved, and still under treatment. 

2. Hugh M'Neil, son-in-law to the above patient, aged twenty- 
six years, was seized yesterday with vomiting and purging ; I have 
received a ticket to-day to visit him and have him under treatment.

No. 16 — Report from Dr. Knox, Medical Inspector. 

Strangford, April 7, 1855. 
Sir, 

I have to report that, on the 5th instant, I visited the Ballycarry 
Dispensary District, in the Larne Union, with reference to the 
appearance of Cholera therein, as stated in the letter of the Medical 
Attendant, Dr. Smiley, returned herewith. From the inquiries 
which I instituted, there appears to he no reason to doubt, that the 
two patients referred to by Dr. Smiley suffered from Cholera, hut not, 
especially the second case, of a malignant type. The first patient, 
Samuel Hunter, came from the village of Eden, which is on the 
direct road from Carrickfergus to Ballycarry ; hut I could not 
ascertain that any Choleraic disease prevailed thero, or in any other 
place with which Hunter had communication, or that liis attack was 
traceable either to peculiarity of food, or the condition of his 
residence, which is situated in an airy situation, about two or three 
miles from Ballycarry, the house being ordinarily clean, and no 
stagnant water or offensive nuisance being adjacent to it. A third 
inmate in the house with Hunter and M’Ncil has escaped with 
impunity. 

The ease of M'Neil, was less marked in its symptoms than that of 
Hunter, and he is now convalescent. Hunter being destitute, and 
liis friends anxious for his removal to hospital, he was conveyed ' 
thither by the relieving officer of the district in a covered carriage, 
Dr. Smiley, expressing the opinion that he could be removed with 
safety. He was taken to hospital on the 4th instant, Dr. Smiley 
haying attended him up to the period of his removal, from the 29th 
ultimo, and visited him nine times during that time j and in . reply 
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to inquiries which I addressed to Dr. Perris, the Medical Attendant 
of the Union Workhouse Hospital, I learn that the man, on his 
admission, appeared to hare the usual symptoms of the congestive 
fever of Cholera ; but at the date of Dr. Perris’ communication on 
the 6th instant, with a favourable prognosis. 

On his admission to hospital, he was placed apart, in one of the 
wards appropriated to Cholera patients during the recent prevalence 
of the epidemic in Larne. The village of Ballycarry which I 
inspected, is pretty well drained and in a fair state of cleanliness at 
present, and Dr. Smiley reports, that the rural parts of the district 
are generally in a satisfactory sanitary state. 

At present the district is free from Cholera and Diarrhoea, no 
other cases, except the two referred to, having occurred within the 
observation of the Medical Officer.

No. 17. — Letter from Dr. Pratt, Medical Officer of 
Killaan Dispensary District. 

Woodlawn, 14th February, 1 855. 

Gentlemen, 

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of 
the 12th instant, No. 4,921, and beg to report the cases of Cholera 
as required. 

The first case was that of a boy of the name of Martin Cloe, aged 
twenty. He went to the fair of Athlone, which was held on the 22nd 
January, 1855 ; he was in charge of cattle, and out two nights 
exposed to the cold. He returned home on the 23rd, was attacked 
with Diarrhoea and vomiting: the Diarrhma continued the entire day 
and part of next day. I saw him on the evening of the 24th: he 
was then in a collapsed state, cold and speechless: treatment had no 
effect^ he died that night. I understood Cholera had been in Athlone, 
and am of opinion he brought the disease from that town. 

The second case was the boy’s mother, a widow, aged sixty ; she 
lived in the same house with her son, was attacked on the 25th with 
Diarrhoea and vomiting. I saw her about five hours after the 
Diarrhoea commenced, she complained of cramps in her feet and 
legs. Treatment had the effect of stopping the Diarrhoea. Saw her 
next day: she got into a collapsed state, and died that night, the 
26th. I am of opinion she took the disease from her son. 

The third case was a poor half-starved girl named Cahill, aged 
thirty, who was got to take care of the widow Cloe. She laboured 
under Chronic Inflammation of her stomach for the past two years, 
and was very weak and delicate when she went into the house ; I 
was sent for to see her on the 29tli. She had neither Diarrhoea nor 
vomiting, was cold, pale, and very weak. Treatment had no good 
effect; she lingered for three days, and died on 1st February, 1855. 
This case, in my opinion, cannot be strictly called a Cholera case. 
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There were uo other cases since. The district is in rather a healthy 
state. 

I hope the above brief report will be satisfactory. Please 
direct to me for the future to Markethill, where I expect to he in 
a day or two, the Committee here having accepted my resignation.

No. 18. — Report from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector. 

73, Upper Leeson-strect, Dublin, 
2nd March, 1855. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg leave to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 
6,365 — ’55, of the 28th ultimo, enclosing two Returns, dated res- 
pectively the 25th and 27th February, of cases of Cholera which have 
recently occurred in the Blaucliardstown and Castleknoclc Dispen- 
sary District of the North Dublin Union; and to inform you that 
I yesterday made inquiry, as directed, into the circumstances of 
these cases, and into the general sanitary condition of the District. 

I was informed by Dr. Ross Maguire, the Medical Officer, that on 
Thursday, the 22nd ultimo, he transmitted to the office a Return of 
two cases of malignant Cholera which had occurred ou the previous 
day in the village of Cliapelizod. These cases, together with those 
included in the Returns of the 25th and 27tli ultimo, make a total 
of seventeen new cases of the disease which have occurred in the 
District since the 20tli ultimo, viz. : one on the 20tli ; one on the 
21st ; two at a late hour on the 23rd ; seven on the 24th ; two on 
the 25th ; three on the 26th ; and one on the 27tli ultimo. The 
results of these cases up to yesterday afternoon were, eight deaths 
and six recoveries — three patieuts being at that time under treat- 
ment. The first case that occurred since the termination of the 
former outbreak in October last, was that of James Dillon, aged 
twelve years, living at Cliapelizod, on the northern bank of the 
Liffey, who was attacked with vomiting, purging, and cramps, about 
eleven o’clock, p.m. on the 20th ultimo. The medical officer was 
not sent for until eleven o’clock the next forenoon ; and on his visit- 
ing the patient he found him labouring under well-marked symptoms 
of malignant Cholera, and in a hopeless state of collapse ; external 
and internal stimulants were promptly administered, but he died on 
the 21st ultimo, at ten o’clock, p.m. This hoy had not been out of 
the village for a considerable time ; nor is there reason to believe 
that he had been in communication with any person from a locality 
where Cholera is prevalent. It is stated that he had not been 
affected with premonitory Diarrhoea ; but he appears to have been 
very destitute, and to have lived in a very miserable habitation. 

The second case was that of James Hughes, aged fifty years, a 
mason, also living in the village of Cliapelizod. This man occupied 
a good house, at some distance from the dwelling of the last men- 
tioned patient, and was in comfortable circumstances. He was sei zed 
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with symptoms of Cholera between seven and eight o’clock on the 
mornino- of the 21st ultimo, and was visited by the medical officer 
in about an hour afterwards ; external applications of mustard and 
turpentine were immediately employed, and a scruple dose of calomel 
administered, followed by various internal stimulants, and small 
doses of calomel and opium repeated every hour. He died on the 
22nd ultimo, after an illness of about thirty hours’ duration. This 
patient had been suffering from Diarrbma for many hours before he 
was taken seriously ill, and his constitution had been debilitated by 
repeated attacks of intermittent fever in America. He was a man 
of temperate habits, and bad not been in any locality where Cholera 
was prevalent. Subsequently to the above, the following cases bare 
occurred in tlie District : — 

Mrs. Myles, aged 42 years, a washerwoman, living in Chapelizod, 
was taken ill on tbe 23rd ultimo, about midnight. At an early hour 
on tbe following morning she was placed under tbe same treatment 
as that adopted in the last described case, and died at eight o’clock, 
f.h. on the 24tli. She bad not been affected with premonitory 
Diarrhoea, or in communication with either of the previous cases. 

Patrick Gannon, aged thirty-one years, was attacked with vomit- 
ing and purging at twelve o’clock, p.M. on the 23rd ultimo. He 
was visited at an early hour on the 24th ; and external stimulants 
having been applied, a draught containing spirit of camphor and 
tincture of opium vvas administered every half hour. He recovered 
without consecutive symptoms. 

Hose Gannon, aged 32 years, a very destitute woman, living in 
Cbapelizod, was attacked between two and three o’clock, a.n. on tbe 
24tli ultimo. She was visited by the medical officer about ten 
o’clock on the same morning, and died the next day, after twenty- 
four hours’ illness. 

Benjamin Fitzpatrick, aged four years, a delicate child, under 
treatment for Influenza, was seized on the morning of the 24th ultimo 
with symptoms of Cholera. Though visited in less than four hours 
after the commencement of the attack, he was 1 at that time in a state 
of complete collapse, from which he never rallied; he died on the 
same day, about four o’clock in tbe afternoon. 

Bose Donnelly, aged 14 years, was taken ill at five o clock, A.H. 
on tbe 24tb ultimo, and visited at eight o’clock on the same morn- 
ing. Her treatment consisted in the administration of camphor, 
dissolved in chloroform, brandy, and other stimulants ; she died at 
three o’clock on the next morning. This girl had been confined to 
her bed for nearly a fortnight, labouring under mild fever, and bad 
been visited, by Dr. Maguire on the day before the attack of Cholera ; 
she presented no premonitory symptoms. Tbe whole family, consist- 
ing of tho father, mother, and four children, occupied a closet, about 
ten feet by seven, in a wretchedly dirty bouse. 

Bichard M’Cormick, aged 45 years, was attacked between seven 
and eight o’clock on tbe morning of tbe 24th ultimo. In about an 
hour after the commencement of bis illness be was placed under 
treatment, consisting of draughts composed of spirit of camphor and 
tincture of opium, together with external stimulants. He was con- 
valescent on tbe next day. 
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Anne Smith, aged 20, a servant in comfortable circumstances- 
was attacked on the morning of the 24th ultimo, with the ordinary 
symptoms of Cholera. Small doses of calomel and opium, with 
draughts containing spirit of camphor and tincture of opium’ were 
frequently administered, and external stimulants freely applied. On 
the following day she was convalescent. 

J ulia Downes, aged 18 years, employed in the factory at Chapel- 
izod, was taken ill at eleven o’clock, p.m, on the 24tli ultimo, having 
gone to bed about an hour before in apparently perfect health. No 
application for medical relief was made until nine o’clock the next 
morning, when her condition was almost hopeless ; external stimu- 
lants, brandy, chloroform, acetate of lead, and opium, and powders 
containing small doses of calomel and opium, were at different times 
administered— she is still under treatment, with a reasonable prospect 
of recovery. This girl, with seven others of about tlio same age, and 
a man, the father of two of the girls, lived and slept in a room not 
quite twelve feet square. 

Edward flrowney, aged fifty-two years, was seized with Cholera 
on the night of the 24th ultimo, but no notice was given to the 
medical officer until twelve hours had elapsed. He was then placed 
under appropriate treatment, but died about eleven o’clock, p.m. on 
the 25th ultimo. This man had been confined to bed for a week 
previously, owing to a severe attack of Influenza. 

Sarah Lancashire, aged eight years, was taken ill on the 25th 
ultimo, at eight o’clock in the evening. The Medical Officer was 
not sent for until the next morning, whon external and internal 
stimulants, followed by small doses of calomel and opium, were 
.administered. On the 27 tlx slie was convalescent. 

John Campbell, aged four years, living in the same bouse with 
iiose Donnelly, above mentioned (No. 7), was taken ill on the 25th 
ultimo, about midnight, and was visited by tlie Medical Officer at 
" c j°, ok “ e “ Bxt Kerning ; lie is still under treatment. This 
child had been affected with premonitory Diarrhoea for nearly twenty- 
four Ziours, without application having been made for medical relief. 

Anne Kane, aged six years, living in the same bouse with Anne 
bnutli (No. 9), was taken ill at eight o’clock, a.m. on the 2Gth 
ultimo and was seen soon afterwards by the Medical Officer ; brandy, 
draughts containing spirit of camphor and tincture of opium, and 
small doses of calomel and opium were administered. She was con- 
valescent on the 28th ultimo.

on the 27th, after twenty-four hours’ Ulness, 
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Margaret Traynor, aged twenty-four years, was attached on the 
27th ultimo, between two and three o’clock, a.h. with vomiting ancj 
purging; these symptoms continued for thirteen hours/without 
application having been made for medical relief; at the expiration 
of ihat period, the Medical Officer having been sent for, small doses 
of ’calomel and opium were administered at short intervals, under 
the use of which the symptoms abated, though the irritability of 
the stomach remains. She is still under treatment, and appears 
likely to recover. 

Ho new cases were reported on either the 28th ultimo, or the 1st 
instant. 

il’he patients numbered 7, 13, 13, and 16, lived in the same house. 

All of the foregoing cases occurred in that part of the village of 
Chapeliznd which lies on the northern hank of the Liifey, and not a 
single case has as yet appeared on the other portion, situate on the 
southern side of the river, though both divisions of the village are 
inhabited by persons of the same class ; and there are no local 
peculiarities in either, that I am aware of, sufficient to account for 
the difference in their respective sanitary conditions. 

During the former outbreak of the disease in this District, which 
-commenced on the 11th, and terminated on the 30th October last, 
it took a similar course. On that occasion it was almost altogether 
confined to the village of Island Bridge, hat its attacks in that 
locality were limited to the northern bank of the Liti'ey. 

The medical officer has informed me that Influenza, in a severe 
form has been very prevalent in the District of late, and that 
within the last few days the number of cases of Diarrhoea relieved 
at the Dispensaries is considerably above the average. 

The Committee of Management have not held a meeting since the 
7th November last ; hut the police have been recently engaged in 
inspecting the localities visited by Cholera, and the Medical Officer 
was yesterday informed by the sergeant, that immediate steps will 
be taken for cleansing and whitewashing the houses in which the 
disease has appeared, and for carrying into effect) generally, the 
provisions of the Sanitary Acts.

Ho. 20. Report from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector. 

73, Upper Leeson-street, Dublin, 
March G, 1855. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg leave to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 
6,882 — ’55, of the 3rd instant, and to inform you that, in compliance 
with your instructions, I, yesterday, made inquiry respecting the 
particulars of three cases of Cholera, which have been reported by 
Dr. William Trotter, Medical Officer, as having occurred in the 
Dunboyne Dispensary District of the Dunshauglilin Union. 

The Disease has hitherto been confined to the village of Clonee; 
and the first case that appeared in that locality was that of Anne 
Smith, a yonng woman of about nineteen or twenty years of age, 
who had been living in service at Chapelizod. On the night of 
Sunday the 25th ultimo, she was brought in a car from Chapelizod 
to her mother’s house in Clonee, by a person named Kane, in whose 
employment she bad been ; and it is stated that she was at that time 
in a state of extreme debility, and it was rumoured in the village 
that she had been attached with Cholera in Chapelizod. No appli- 
cation for Medical Relief was made in her behalf, and she died on 
Wednesday the 28tli ultimo, about the middle of the day. This 
patient not having been seen by the Medical Officer, I obtained the 
foregoing particulars from Constable George Tedford, who is stationed 
at Clonee; and it might, perhaps, be a matter for doubt whether this 
girl bad ever been the subject of Cholera; but, on referring to the 
notes of my recent inquiry in the Bianchardstown and Castlelcnock 
Dispensary District, I find that a girl named Anne Smith, aged 
twenty years, living in Chapelizod, and in the service of a person 
named Kane, was attacked with symptoms of Cholera on the morn- 
ing of the 24th ultimo; and that, having been placed under appro- 
priate treatment, she was reported convalescent on the following 
day. See Report, dated 2nd instant, of inquiry in the Bianchards- 
town and Castleknock Dispensary District." 

The next case that occurred was that of Margaret Smith, mother 
of Anne Smith, who was attacked with vomiting and purging during 
the night of Wednesday, the 28th ultimo, while her daughter was 
lying dead in her house. Her illness having become known to the 
police, a visiting ticket was procured from the Relieving Officer 
about eleven o’clock, i,M., on the next day, and the Medical Officer 
immediately visited her. He found her in the advanced stage of 
Cholera, livid and pulseless; the dejections presenting a highly

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characteristic appearance. The remedies employed, consisting 
chiefly of stimulants, produced no effect -whatever, and she died on 
the night of Thursday the 1st instant, after about twenty-four 
hours’ illness. 

The third case, reported by Dr. Trotter, occurred in a house ex- 
actly opposite to that of Margaret Smith, in the person of a woman 
named Rose Rorke, aged forty-live years, the wife of a man in com- 
fortable circumstances, but a person of not very temperate habits. 
She was taken ill during the night of Thursday, the 1st instant, with 
vomiting, purging, and cramps. When seen by the Medical Officer 
at eight o’clock the next morning, she was moribund, and died at 
nine o’clock, a.m., after an illness of about nine hours’ duration. It 
is stated that she had been much alarmed at the appearance of the 
disease in the village, but had not been in communication with either 
of the above-mentioned patients. 

In addition to the above, I ascertained from Constable Tedford 
that John Smith, brother of Anne Smith, whose case is first described, 
went from Clonee to Dublin, with his surviving sister, on the night 
of Thursday the 1st instant. Before he reached Dublin he was 
seized with Cholera, and was conveyed to one of the hospitals of 
the House of Industry, where he was admitted, and where, it is 
stated, he has since died. 

Until the commencement of this outbreak of Cholera, the District 
has been remarkably healthy, no tendency to any epidemic having 
been observed during the winter. Within the last few days, how- 
ever, several cases of Diarrhoea, attended with vomiting and great 
nervous prostration, have fallen under the notice of the Medical 
Officer; but they have all yielded readily to treatment. 

As regards sanitary measures, I observed that the houses in which 
the cases of Cholera had occurred, have been emptied, cleansed, and 
whitewashed; but I could not ascertain that any steps of a precau- 
tionary nature had been previously taken in the District, though the 
villages of Dunboyne, Moynalvey, and Clonee, are reported to be in 
a condition requiring immediate attention. 

The inhabitants of Clonee appear to he greatly alarmed at the 
occurrence of Cholera in the village, and this feeling is increased by 
the circumstance of their being fully eiglit miles distant from the resi- 
dence of tlie Medical Officer. As the Committee of Management 
were to have held a meeting to-day, I recommended Dr. Trotter to 
bring this subject prominently under their notice, with a view to 
their making some temporary arrangement for the more prompt 
administration of Medical Relief.

A meeting of the Dispensary Committee was called this day at 
my roi|uest, at which Dr. Knox, Medical Inspector, attended. 

Having considered the cases reported, they were of opinion that 
nothing more than a general .survey of the town was necessary, air 
regards its sanitary condition.

Armagh Dispensary, Friday morning, 
Juno 8, 1855, ten o’clock, a.m. 

•I was called upon, this morning, to visit Jaue M'Jonnett, aged 
fifty-five, the wife of a shoemaker residing in Barrack-street. She 
went to bed in her usual health the previous night about ten o’clock,, 
and was taken ill this morning at one o’clock of Diarrhoea; in twenty 
minutes after cramps set in with vomiting. Cramp chiefly confined 
to the thighs, legs, and feet, which lias been very troublesome and 
severe; has had several dejections from the bowels; her attendants 
state they were passed with considerable force, and amount, on the 
whole, to between ten and twelve ipiarts of a frothy rice-water appear- , 
ance; lias vomited three or four times largely, appearance unite the 
same as that passed from the bowels; has not taken any medicine,., 
or used any remedy, except ilie application of heat to the abdomen; 
has not been from home for a length of time, and is rather comfort- 
aide for her station in life; lier diet, for some days previous, was 
chiefly bread and tea; had one small motion from the bowels yes- 
terday, which was slightly. constipated; the dejections from stomach : 
were at first acid, but soon became sweetish to her taste. At the 
time of my visit I found her much excited, eves sunken, countenance 
contracted and slightly livid, trunk and upper extremities warm, 
lower extremities cold, cramps severe, tongue furred and contracted, 
considerable thirst; passed about four ounces urine this morning at 
five o’clock, none since; pulse HO, small and wiry; complains bf 
oppression, and a prickling sensation in the stomach. 

Tli is appears to be a sporadic case of Asiatic Cholera, occurring in 
a District free from Choleraic symptoms of any kind; it has termi- 
nated favourably. I may state that there was complete retention of 
urine for thirty-four hours; no appearance of bile in the dejections 
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from stomach or towels until the case became convalescent, when a 
large quantity of yellow bile was passed, after a mercurial purgative. 
The patient resides on the ground-floor of a three-story house; other 
families reside in the same house. There is nothing particular as 
regards them.

Friday June 15, 1855, 

Half-past ten o’clock, a.h. . 

. I was called upon, this morning, to visit James Drennon, aged 
forty, residing at Drumadd, about a quarter of a mile from the city; 
he is husband of the woman Drennon, who died of Asiatic Cholera 
last year. Her case was reported to the Commissioners on the 2nd 
September, 1854. J. Drennon is a labourer, and is residing in the 
next house to that in which his family was attacked with Cholera 
last year; it is a small, but rather clean cabin. He was taken ill of 
Cholera this morning about four o’clock; eyes sunken, with dark 
areola, sharpening of the features, countenance slightly livid, surface 
cold, intolerable thirst, constant desire for cold water, tongue slightly 
furred, severe cramps in body and extremities. The attack was 
ushered in with Diarrhcea; in about an hour after was seized with 
cfatnp; vomiting, which is frequent, set in about two hours after 
the purging : passed a small quantity of urine at five o’clock this' 
morning, none since; voice slightly altered; pulse ninety; dejections 
are of the rice-water appearance. 

: I visited him twice since morning, and am glad to say he is pro- 
gressing favourably. This mail has not been from home; liis chief 
diet for some time was oatmeal stirabout and buttermilk ; thinks his 
dinner was only half boiled yesterday, and folt sickish all the day 
after eating it. 



No. 22 Report from Dr. Knox, Medical Inspector. 

Armagh, June 15, 185 5., 
Sir, 

I have the honour to report for the information of the Com- 
missioners, that the Medical Officer of the Dispensary here has i 
communicated to me the occurrence of two cases of disease which ha. 
describes as Asiatic Cholera, and which I presume he will make 
known to the Commissioners by to-night’s post. 

The first occurred in the person of Mrs. M'Jennet, the wife of a 
shoemaker, residing in Barrack-street, in this city, on the 8tU instant, 
and she has recovered. She was not in indigent circumstances, nor 
was her residence in an unhealthy situation. The symptoms of her 
disease were Diarrhoea, followed by vomiting and cramps, with 
suppression. of urine, the dejections being profuse in quantity, apd 
of the peculiar rice water character. There was not, however, any - 
decided collapse. No other case of Cholera or Diarrhcea. has occurred 
amongst the other inmates' of the house, The woman had not been 
absent from Armagh, irt which no other instance of the disease had 
then' occurred, nor does the attack appear to have been attributable 
to any peculiarity in her diet. 
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The second case occurred in the person of James Drennon, a 
labourer, aged about forty years, this morning early, the first symp- 
tom being purging, followed by cramps and vomiting, the fluids 
being of the same peculiar character as in the former patient; the 
eyes were sunk and the surface cold, hut there was no decided 
collapse. There was a total absence of bile in the egesta in both 
cases. The disease also in. both instances occurred suddenly, the 
patients having been in their usual health previously to the attack. 
Drennon attributes his illness to eating imperfectly boiled stirabout, 
after which he said be felt sickish. He resides at Drumadd, adjoin- 
ing the town, and there is nothing peculiar in his residence in point 
of situation and cleanliness. The Medical Officer anticipates that he 
may probably recover, and two other inmates of his house are free 
from disease. There was no communication between his residence 
and that of Mrs. H'Jennet ; but, it is deserving of observation, that 
it was in the family of this man that Cholera appeared in the month 
of August last, his wife, Mary Jane Drennon, having died of the 
disease, early in September. 

The house now occupied by him, however, is not the one he lived 
in at that time, hut it is the next adjoining tenement, and under 
the same roof. The house he then occupied is now untenanted. 

The Medical Officer states, that ho had fully ascertained, that 
Drennon’s daughter, and another female, had, about a fortnight ago, 
opened up the place where some old clothes had been buried last 
year, when the epidemic was in their house, hut it does not appear 
that any of the clothes referred to were brought into Drennon’s 
residence ; and it is material to observe that he, who was not in 
contact with them, has had an attack of Cholera, whilst the two 
females who were have not suffered. 

The Medical Attendant adds, that helms no doubt whatever, that 
the above two cases were certainly Cholera, hut they would appear 
to he, probably, merely sporadic cases, as no others are known to 
have occurred here, and the district is quite free from Diarrhoea. I 
purpose visiting the . house of Drennon to-morrow, and shall report 
further, if necessary, before leaving Armagh for Castleblayney 

Having been informed that a special meeting of the Committee 
had been summoned for to-day, I attended thereat; and after hearing 
the Medical Officer’s account of the cases above described, they 
seemed to be of opinion that nothing farther appears necessary to 
be done at present, beyond drawing the attention of the Relieving 
Officer and the Constabulary to the sanitary state of the district, so 
that any nuisances detected, may be at once abated. 

They are farther prepared to meet again at once, to take any 
measures that may be desirable, and to consider the subject of 
hospital accommodation, if the further appearance of the disease 
should render it necessary. 

The sanitary state of the city, with some exceptions, is stated to 
he satisfactory.

No. 24 . — Letter from Dr. Edmundson, Medical Officer of 
Carrick-on-Suir Dispensary District. 

January 7, 1856. 

Gentlemen, 

In accordance with your circular, I beg leave to call your 
attention to the two following cases of Asiatic Cholera which occurred 
in my Dispensary District. 

Case 1st. — A militiaman belonging to the Waterford Artillery, 
named John White, took i.l on the 25th December last, at about nine 
o’clock, p.m., with vomiting, purging, and cramps. I visited him at 
ten o’clock, and continued , my attendance every hall hour until 
between two and three o’clock, a.m., when I left him much better. 
I visited him at eight o’clock, A.M., and found him progressing most 
favourably. After a day or so, he was convalescent, and made a 
good recovery. His was a case of well-marked Asiatic Cholera. 
The chief symptoms may be thus briefly summed up : rice-water 
discharges from stomach and bowels copious ; and frequent cramps 
of the thighs, calves of legs, and abdominal muscles — pulse almost 
imperceptible — surface of the body cold — lips and tongue blue and 
cold — eyes sunk, surrounded by a purple circle — features greatly 
altered — nose pinched — suppression of urine. . The treatment 
adopted was : 2 gr. of calomel, ^ gr. of opium, in a pill, washed 
down with a tablespoonful of an emulsion, containing^ grs. of cam- 
phor, 5 drops of chloroform, 20 drops of compound spirit of ammonia, 
and 30 drops of spirit of lavender, with 1 drop of oil of spearmint, 
given at intervals varying from half an hour to an hour ; whiskey 
and water given sparingly at intervals, fomentations and frictions 
of turpentine, jar of hot water, &c. A 

Case 2nd.— Yesterday morning, January 6tli, I was called to yisifc 
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Mary Walsh, residing in Walsh’s-lane, as a Dispensary patient (with- 
out a ticket). I immediately went to her residence, (half-past seven 
o’clock, a.m,) I found her in a hopeless state of collapse. On inquiry 
found that she had been attacked at two o’clock, A.M., five and a-balf 
hours before I was called, with purging, vomiting, and cramps ; she 
presented much the same symptoms as the above case; but* was 
perfectly pulseless when seen. The treatment adopted was much the 
same as in White’s case; but that I discontinued the calomel and 
opium after two doses, the purging and vomiting having ceased. The 
vital powers were completely sunk ; reaction never set in; the surface 
of the body remained perfectly cold from the time I visited her ; she 
sunk rapidly, and died at six o’clock, p.m— sixteen hours from the- 
commencement of the attack. 

, neither case can any connexion be traced with an infected 
district. 



White has been quartered here with his detachment since the 
23rd of November ; he came here from Waterford ; he was residing 
m a lodging-house. On the day preceding his illness, ho had for 
breakfast, bread, coffee, and a chop ; for dinner, roast beef, and a 
tumbler of ale. The sanitary condition of his locality is good. 

In Mary Walsh’s case, much valuable time was lost before medical 
assistance was sought for ; she lived by shoe-binding in an obscure 
Jalle, the sanitary condition of which was tolerably good. I attribute 
the predisposing cause of her attack to the over-action of a dose of 
Japsom salts, as also, perhaps, to the relaxing effects of an unusually 
humid atmosphere (having had continued rain for the past three or 
four wgeks together), with a lad straw bed on an earthen floor,' 
bail clothing, &c. ’

Ho. 1. — Letter from Dr. Martin, Medical Officer of the 
Portlaw Dispensary District of Carrick-on-Suir Union. 

Woodview, Portlaw, September 28, 1855. 

Gentlemen, 

It is my intention to apply to-morrow to tlie Guardians of the 
Carrick-on-Suir Union, to open a temporary hospital in this town, 
under the following circumstances : — 

About six weeks ago Scarlatina became epidemic "here, and 
since then I have had under my care some hundreds of cases. It 
set in with peculiar malignancy, over fourteen deaths occurring 
during the first ten days. During the fine weather we have had 
since it was somewhat milder ; but during tlie last two days many 
cases have again assumed the malignant type. I have made con- 
siderable exertion to obtain as much cleanliness as circumstances 
allow, but clearly observe that tlie spread of the disease is now kept 
up by personal contact in the overcrowded habitations of this ■ 
town. The number of cases on the list of the public dispensary 
since the 1st of September, are forty-nine j but it should be known 
t'Q you, that the majority of the population here are factory opera- 
tives, for whom medical relief is provided otherwise than by the 
rates, and that on them the disease is heavy. They are fully entitled^ 
to hospital relief, as being “ poor persons” — and unless accommoda- 
tion of the kind is provided, 1 see no end to tlie spreading of the 
disease. Much of my labour and anxiety is thrown away, through 
the improper treatment in their own houses. 

Carrick-on-Suir being six miles distant, it is too far to send 
patients stricken down so rapidly as many of those which occur. - 
1 may say that, to facilitate matters I am ready to give my services 
in the hospital gratuitously. My object in writing to you to-day 
is to request an immediate order to Dr. Purcell to report on tbe 
matter, so as to save time.

Carrick-on-Suir, October 2, 1855. 

Gentlemen, - 

1 have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 29th ultimo, No. 26002— ’55, (with a communication from Dr. 
James Martin, Medical Officer of the Portlaw Dispensary District, 
reporting the prevalence of Scarlatina in that district}, directing me 
to make inquiry, and to report to you thereon. 
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In conformity therewith, I visited Portlaw yesterday, the 1st of 
October, instant, and the following is the result of my inquiries : — 

The first case of Scarlatina which occurred in this Dispensary 
District, as I was informed, and as appears to he recorded on the 
Medical Belief Register, Form F, was on the 23rd of July last, and 
up to the 31st of same month, four cases only occurred. Front the 
31st of July to the 31st of August, thirty-three cases occurred; 
from the the 31st of August to the 30th September, inclusive, fifty- 
two cases; making a total of eighty-nine cases, which appears to 
have been relieved at the Dispensary ; of these nine have died. 

Independently of the cases already described, there have been a 
great number (over 300 since the 23rd of July last) otherwise 
attended ifi the Portlaw Dispensary District by Dr. Martin ; a few, 
in private practice, and the remainder operatives and their children, 
employed in the extensive factory of Malcomson Brothers — out of 
which eighteen have died, making a total of twenty-seven deaths 
up to the 30th ultimo. 

Yesterday morning I found four new cases of the most malignant 
type, and altogether forty-nine cases under treatment. About three 
per cent, of the cases which have already occurred, were adults, but 
the majority wore children under nine years of age. 

The town of Portlaw is almost entirely inhabited by artisans, 
employed in the factory already alluded to. The houses in which 
they reside are in immediate connexion with each other, principally 
thatched cabins, very small, ill-ventilated, aud overcrowded. 

The greatest possible care has been paid to all the cases by Dr. 
Martin, the Medical Officer of the Dispensary District. 

An application has been made to the Board of Guardians of the 
Carrick-on-Suir Union, to establish a temporary hospital at Portlaw 
for the reception of the cases now under treatment, and any that 
may hereafter occur, which application has been complied with, 
subject to the approval of the Poor Law Commissioners. 

1 visited several of the cases yesterday, aud consider it an 
extremely bad type of the disease. I also made an inspection of 
the house intended for the temporary hospital, and consider it suit- 
able for the purpose when fitted up, which I was informed they are 
actively employed in doing. 

The Dispensary arrangements under the Medical Charities Act 
are most fully and carefully carried out in this District; Dr. Martin's 
letter herewith returned.

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XY. — Report from Dr. Purcell, Medical Inspector, on the 
subject of the prevalence of Smallpox in Cork Dispensary 
District of Cork Union. 

Cork, 14t.li February, 1856. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the Stli instant, No. 3963 — ’56, accompanied by supplemental mi- 
nutes of the Board of Guardians of the Cork Union (which came to 
me by post at Midleton), respecting the alleged prevalence of Small- 
pox in the Cork Dispensary District. 

I immediately proceeded to Cork, in accordance with your in- 
structions, and have made every possible effort to learn the parti- 
culars and progress of the disease, which, I regret to say, prevails 
in the city of Cork, and its suburbs, to a very great extent, very 
far beyond what has been ascertained, as it is generally supposed 
and believed that there are many cases of it among the poorer classes, 
who do not call for, or in any way seek, medical assistance. 

I have taken the following extracts from the Dispensary Medical 
Officer’s books, showing the numbers vaccinated, and the numbers 
treated for Small-pox, in each division of tho Cork Dispensary Dis- 
trict, since the 9th of January last : —

The total number admitted to the Fever Hospital since the com- 
mencement of the disease, in December last, is eighty-one ; and the 
number now under treatment there is thirty-six ; half of whom are 
convalescents. 

Thirty of the eiglity-one admissions were not vaccinated j and 
seven out of that number died j and only one death in the numbers 
who had been vaccinated. 

There was only one case admitted yesterday ; and I am informed 
that the disease is on the decline. 

The Mayor of the Borough, and a few other influential indivi- 
duals, have deputed a Mr. Sandam to act as Vaccinator, from house 
to house, paying him Is. each for the first 100 cases, and half that 
Bum for any additional numbers. Mr. Sandam commenced opera- 
tions on Friday, the 8th instant, and up to last night he had vacci- 
nated 374 ; and the people continue to crowd to him for the pur- 
pose — why, under the present circumstances they do so, in preference 
to going to the Dispensary Stations of the District, I cannot say, 
except the delay they generally meet with, and the fear of meeting 
persons afflicted with other diseases there. 
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The Dispensary Medical Officers are all capable, willing, and 
anxious to vaccinate all persons presenting themselves at the Dis- 
pensary Stations of the District; and I am clearly of opinion that 
the appearance of the epidemic in Cork is in no way attributable to 
the want of attention and anxiety on tlieir part to discharge their 
duty as "Vaccinators, as prescribed by the Medical Charities Act. 

The people of Cork are represented to have a strong objection to 
go to the Dispensary Stations for the purposes of Vaccination, and 
have a much stronger objection to return to the Dispensary on the 
eighth day, to see if the case is successful ; hcnco the limited 
numbers returned in proportion to the population. 

The Guardians, Committee of the Dispensary, Mayor, and others 
• iii authority, should use every means to urge the peoplo to go to the 
■Dispensary Stations to have their children vaccinated. I consider 
they are specially called upon, as such means are provided, to in- 
duce the people to avail themselves of them ; thereby doing away 
with the prejudices against gratuitous vaccination, and using the 
surest means of averting a similar visitation. 

The number of applicants for vaccination at each Dispensary 
Station are not such as, in my opinion, to call for assistance to the 
present Medical Officers.

Gentlemen, 

in the bhillelagh Union, for tlie quarter ended the 31st December 
ast; and beg leave to report that, In compliance with your i“- 
tions, I have visited that District, with a, view to icerta in the 
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The Medical Officer, Dr. Bookey, informed me, liowever, that 
about two mouths ago Small-pox was introduced into Carnew by a 
travelling tradesman, who brought a child, affected with the disease, 
into the village. The child died a few (lays afterwards, without 
application having been made to the Medical Officer for advice j 
and a considerable number of persons in that, locality were subse- 
quently attacked with Small-pox. Dr. Bookey also stated that 
although only two persons had sought medical relief from the dis- 
pensary, he was of opinion, from the reports that had reached him, 
that upwards of fifty cases of Small-pox had occurred in the village 
of Carnew and its immediate vicinity ; of these he had visited about 
twenty cases, the majority of which were of mild form, one only 
having terminated in death. Nearly all the patients whom lip 
visited had been vaccinated. 

I afterwards proceeded to Carnew, and was informed by Mr. 
'Newbold, a medical practitioner residing in the village, that lie had 
reason to believe that between fifty and sixty persons had been 
attacked with Small-pox in that neighbourhood since the last week 
in December, of whom lie had seen about thirty, including the first 
case ; and that the total number of deaths, so far as he bad been 
able to ascertain, amounted to seven. He added, however, that 
though there was no evidence to prove that the disease hail beep 
propagated by inoculation in Carnew, the deaths were kept so 
private by the friends of the sufferers, that it was impossible to form 
an accurate estimate of their number. Mr. Newbold also stated 
that he had not heard of any case of Small-pox in the District 
during the last fortnight ; but that he had been informed that in 
a part of the Newtownbarry Dispensary District, in Enriscorth.y 
Union, about two or three miles from Carnew, inoculation, with tile 
virus of Small-pox, hail been recently resorted to by the peasantry, 
and that he had apprized the Constabulary of tlie circumstance? 

The. greater number of the cases seen by Mr. Newbold were of a 
mild character ; and he is of opinion that only a few of the indivi- 
duals attacked witli the disease had been vaccinated. 

Carnew is a populous village, and though situated near the border 
of the District, would appear to he a suitable locality for a branch 
dispensary, the want of which was much felt by the poor during the 
recent epidemic. Coolattin Dispensary, though .not more than 
; two miles distant, is separated from Carnew by such steep hills; that 
the sick are, in many instances, unable to avail themselves of the 
medical relief afforded at that institution. 

• In reference to the reported prevalence of Small-pox in other 
parts of Shillelagh Union, I beg to state that I visited the Coolkenno 
and Hacketstown Dispensary District on the 21st instant, and 
- ascertained that no case of Small-pox had occurred in the District 
■since the first January last. 

During the year ended 31st December, 1855, only one case of Small- 
pox occurred out of a total of 1,014 patients registered. The indivi- 
dual had not been vaccinated ; he was sent to the union hospital, 
and left it convalescent. In the year ended 31st December, 1854, 
the total number of cases registered was 1,200, of which eight were 
cases . of Small-pox, all pf whom recovered. Those, patients .who 
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had been vaccinated bad tbe disease in a very mitigated form. The 
Vaccination Register gives a total of 111 children vaccinated during 
the year ended 31st December, 1855, of whom seventy-four were 
brought back for observation, including one in whose case tbe opera- 
tion had failed. During the year ended 31st December, 1854, 
when Small-pox was prevalent in tbe District, 424 persons were 
vaccinated, one of whom was thirty-five years of age, and a con- 
siderable number between the ages of twenty and thirty years. 

In Tinahely Dispensary District no case of Small-pox has been 
registered since the 1st January last; and the Medical Officer has 
informed me that he is not aware of the existence of a single case of 
Small-pox in the District. In the year 1855, from 1st January to 
31st December, 922 cases were entered in the Medical Relief 
Register, including thirteen cases of Small-pox, one of which 
terminated fatally. The date of the last case of Small-pox in the 
Medical Relief Register was the 3rd March, 18-55. The number 
of persons vaccinated in this District during the year 1855 was 
100, of whom very few were brought back for observation. 

Thus it would appear that the recent epidemic of Small-pox in 
this Union commenced about the last week in December, and ceased 
about a fortnight ago; that during its continuance — a period of 
about six weeks— from fifty to sixty persons were attacked : and 
that seven persons are known to have died of the disease. 

It also appears that the epidemic has been, on this occasion, con- 
fined to the village of Garnew and its immediate neighbourhood in 
the Ooolattin and (Jloncgall Dispensary District ; and that the other 
districts of the Shillelagh Union have suffered, though apparently in 
a minor degree, from former epidemics, which occurred in the year 
18o4, and the early part of the year 1855.

Gentlemen; 

Adverting to your letter, Ho. 342, M.— ’55 of the 211H,

appears that in the year 1855, as compared with the year 1854, 
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there lias been, in the majority of Dispensary Districts, a dimi- 
nution of vaccination, — in some districts the .number of persons 
vaccinated in the years referred to, appears to be nearly equal ; 
whilst in others there has been a decided increase. This diversity 
of result, in the working of what would seem to be a uniform 
system, is to be observed not only in one county, but in one and the 
same union, and may be attributed to a variety of causes. 

An increase in the amount of vaccination, whenever it occurs, is 
I believe, in most instances due to the personal influence and exer- 
tions of the Medical Officers ; many of whom, by long-continued 
friendly intercourse, kindness, and attention, have acquired the 
confidence and good will of the peasantry, and are able to induce 
them to bring their children to the Dispensaries for vaccination ; 
others, while visiting their patients, vaccinate in the cabins of ihe 
poor, or hold periodical stations, as they are termed, in different 
parts of the district, for the convenience of the inhabitants of remote 
localities, of which duo notice is given by either a dispensary patient 
or the Relieving Officer. An outbreak of small-pox, in a district 
will, if followed by one or two fatal cases, almost invariably bring 
considerable numbers to the dispensary for vaccination ; and tho 
regulations affecting persons intending to emigrate, and seeking 
assistance from the Government, aro equally efficacious. Under 
these circumstances, tho previous apathy and improvidence of the 
people, are shown by the ages of the applicants, which often range 
from two or three, to twenty or twenty-one years. 

But under the most favourable circumstances, I believe it seldom 
occurs that the amount of vaccination performed, is in proportion 
to the population, or to the number of births in a district. This, 
however, is a question which it is not very easy to determine with 
exactness. In the absence of a complete system of registration, the 
number of births cannot bo precisely ascertained ; nor could a fair 
approximation to the truth be arrived at, from a knowledge of the 
number of marriages, owing to the increasing number of illegitimate 
births in many districts. 

The proportion of the amount of vaccination to the population 
must bo taken in the aggregate, and not in reference to separate 
Dispensary Districts; for, as under tho existing law, Medical Officers 
are required to vaccinate all persons who may come to them for that 
purpose, it frequently happens that parents take their children for 
vaccination out of the district in which they reside, either to the 
nearest Dispensary, or to some favourite Medical Officer in even a 
distant village. It is also a well known fact that a considerable 
number of children are vaccinated in provincial towns by medical 
practitioners unconnected with Dispensaries or "Workhouses, 
many of whom were known to the people as vaccinators under the 
late system. 

_ In reference to the causes which have led to a diminution of vac- 
cination, or have rendered the number of persons vaccinated by 
Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts, less than the normal pro- 
portion to the population, it appears to be an almost universal 
complaint that there exists a great unwillingness on the part of the 
poor to bring their children to the Dispensaries for vaccination ; 

a 
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and that even when they are induced to do so, they are still less 
disposed to bring them back on the appointed day for examination 
by tbe Medical Officer. 

According to the statements received from Medical Officers and 
Committees of Management, the prevailing causes of the neglect of 
vaccination, and its consequent diminution, are carelessness, indif- 
ference, and apathy on the part of parents, and want of confidence 
in vaccination, as a protection against small-pox. Some parents also 
object to taking their healthy infants to a dispensary, and exposing 
them to the contact of sick persons ; and in many districts a pre- 
judice exists against the performance of vaccination at particular 
periods of the year ; the heat of summer, and tho cold of winter 
being considered unfavourable to its success ; but as spring and 
autumn are seasons in which agricultural operations create an active 
demand for labourers, and every available hand is then employed, 
the vaccination of the children is not thought of, or indefinitely 
postponed. Tho unwillingness of the poor to bring back their 
children on an appointed day, after vaccination, is founded on 
another deeply rooted prejudice, — tho apprehension that the re- 
moval of any portion of lymph from the vesicle will destroy or impair 
its protective power ; and so strong is this feeling that, in many 
districts, scarcely one-third of the number vaccinated, are brought 
back for inspection ; and of these, the majority are cases in which 
the operation had failed. Tho consequences of this omission are 
that Medical Officers are unable to certify as to the success of the 
operation ; are deprived of the means of maintaining a stock of recent 
lymph at the Dispensaries, and are, therefore, obliged to make such 
frequent applications for fresh supplies, as to tax severely the re- 
sources of the Cow-pock Institution in Dublin. To these disad- 
vantages may be added that failures are often unrecognised, and 
vaccination brought into disrepute by the subsequent occurrence of 
small-pox in persons who have been tbe subject of an unsuccessful 
operation. 

. one jd tbe most serious obstacles to tho progress and exten- 
sion of vaccination is tbe prejudice in favour of variolous inoculation, 
which, in spite of the warnings of the Medical Officers, the appeals 
of the clergy, and the penalties of the law, still exists among the 
peasantry. _ Itinerant inoculators continue to traverse the country, 
disseminating disease as they go ; and owing to the ingenuity of 
their precautions, and the connivance of the parents of the sufferers, 
it is extremely difficult to procure sufficient evidence on which to 
ground a prosecution, much less to obtain a conviction. The sym- 
pathy of the peasantry is so strongly enlisted in favour of these 
offenders, that threats of personal injury have been held out by 
hem against Medical Officers who have exerted themselves to put 
down this illegal practice. * 

Within the last twelve months, Medical Officers of Dispensary 
Districts in the Unions of Abbeyleix-, Ballymalion, Callan, Castle- 
towndelvm, Longford, Mullingar, Thomastown, and Urlingford, 
have reported that inoculation, with the virus of small-pox, is prec- 
ise in their respective districts ; and there are grounds for 
suspicion that it is resorted to in other Unions. The parents 
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who solicit or acquiesce in the inoculation of their children for 
small-pox, with a full knowledge of the consequences of the act, 
and of the penalties attached to it, if discovered, appear to be equal 
in culpability with the actual perpetrator of the crime ; hut, un- 
fortunately, they are beyond the reach of the law, as it exists in 
this country. 

A variety of suggestions have been offered, and numerous plans 
proposed, for rendering the system of gratuitous vaccination more 
general and efficient, by means of certain modifications of the present 
arrangements. But as it would seom that the success of any system 
of vaccination must chiefly depend upon the agency of the poor and 
of the Medical Officers ; and as, under the Medical Charities Act, the 
necessary co-operation of these two parties has not been, and pro- 
bably cannot be, secured, it appears to follow that some measure is 
desirable, which would either compel parents to take their children 
to Medical Officers for vaccination, or induce Medical Officers to 
visit the poor for the purpose of vaccinating their children — that is, 
that either vaccination should be made compulsory by law, or that 
Medical Officers should be remunerated, as under the late system, 
for the performance of vaccination. The former plan would, perhaps, 
if feasible, be the more effectual of the two, but it could not be 
brought into operation without the concurrent establishment of a 
system of registration of births ; the latter proposition, however, 
would, if carried into effect, cause a large increase of the number of 
persons vaccinated, and at the same time, enable Medical Officers to 
certify with precision as to the result of the operation in all cases ; 
thus rendering their registers and returns more reliable sources of 
information than at present, as to the progress of vaccination in this 
country.

VII — Order issued by the Commissioners to the Board 
of Guardians of Limerick Union, regulating the remunera- 
tion to be allowed to the Dispensary Medical Officers of 
the City of Limerick Dispensary District, for their services 
under the Cholera Order, 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the Liheriok Union ; and to all 
persons whom it may concern : 

Whereas, in pursuance of the provisions of an Act passed in the 
fifteenth year of the reign of her Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled, 
“ An Act to provide for the better distribution, support, and manage- 
ment of Medical Charities in Ireland, and to amend an Act of the 
eleventh year of her Majesty, to provide for the execution of the 
Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland,” We, the Commissioners for

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administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland, acting as 
the Commissioners for executing in Ireland the powers and purposes 
of tho Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Act, 1848, and 
an Act of tho following session amending the same, in pursuance of 
the provisions of the said Acts, did, hy an Order under our Seal, 
bearing date the Tenth day of February, 1854, issue directions and 
regulations for affording medical aid to persons afflicted by, or 
threatened with, Cholera in Limerick Union : 

And Whereas, by the said Order Wo have declared the Medical 
0 dicers of the Dispensary Districts iuto which tho said Union is 
divided, in pursuance of our Order of the Twenty-sixth day of 
January, 1852, to be the Medical Officers for the treatment of such 
persons as aforesaid, within their respective Dispensary Districts. 

And Whereas, it seems lit to Us to provide for the remuneration 
of William Hill Evans, Thomas Corey, William B. Gore, and Bernard 
Kavanagh, Esquires, tire Medical Officers of tho City of Limerick 
Dispensary District, for the services performed by them in pur- 
suance of the regulations contained in the said Order of the Tenth 
day of February, 1S54-, as the Medical Officers for the treatment of 
persons afflicted hy, or threatened with. Cholera in the said District. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers given unto Us, under 
and by virtue of the said recited Acts, Wo do hereby authorize and 
require the Guardians of the Poor uf the Limerick Union to pay to 
the said Officers the sums hereinafter set forth, as remuneration for 
their services under the said Order of the Tenth day of February, 
1854, that is to say : — 

To William Hill Evans the sum of £70 

To Thomas Carey „ £50 

To William B. Gore „ £40 

To Bernard Kavanagh „ £40

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VIII. — Report of the Case of the Queen at the prosecution 

of the Poor Law Commissioners v. the Guardians of the 

Poor of the Limerick Union.* 

( Queen's Bench.) 

D. Lynch (with him, B. Pennefather ami the Solicitor-Genera], 
J. 1). Fitzgerald,) moved to make absolute a Conditional Order, 
directing that a mandamus should issue to the Guardians of the 
Limerick Union, commanding thorn to obey an Order of the Poor 
Law Commissioners, bearing date the 10th of December, 1854, 
whereby they authorized and required the Guardians to pay to the 
Medical Officers of certain Dispensary Districts certain sums therein 
mentioned. 

This Order was obtained on the affidavit of the Secretary to the 
Poor Law Commissioners, which stated the formation of the Limerick 
Union ; that the Guardians divided the Union into Dispensary Dis- 
tricts, one being the Limerick District, for which the Commissioners 
made an Order for the appoiutmen t of four Medical Officers ; that 
tlie Guardians determined that the amount of salary to be paid to 
each of the four Medical Officers should he £25 per annum, and the 
Commissioners considering such salary an inadequate remuneration 
for the duties to bo performed by such Medical Officers, in exercise 
of the powers vested in them, made an Order, dated 8th April, 1852, 
fixing the salary of the four Medical Officers at the rate of £50 per 
anuum. That four Medical Officers were selected by the Guardians 
as the Medical Officers of the Limerick District, and this selection 
was approved of by the Commissioners. That an Order was made 
by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, bearing date 17th of Septem- 
ber, 1853, directing that the provisions contained in the Nuisances 
Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts, 1848 and 1S4D, should be 
put in force in Ireland. That by letter, dated 30th of September, 
1853, the Commissioners informed the Guardians of the Limerick 
Union that, in the event of Cholera breaking out as an epidemic, 
they would issue an Order, authorizing the Guardians to provide for 
dispensing medicines and affording relief to persons afflicted with 
the Cholera. That on tho 26th of October, 1853, the Guardians 
increased the salaries of the Medical Officers from £50 to £75 per 
annum. That Cholera having broken out in the Limerick Union, 
the Commissioners, in accordance with their letter of September, 
1853, and acting as Commissioners for executing in Ireland the 
powers and purposes of the N uisances Removal and Diseases Pre- 
vention Acts, issued an Order, addressed to the Guardians of the 
Union, authorizing them to provide for dispensing medicines, and 
affording relief to persons afflicted with Cholera in the Union, and 
that the Medical Officers of the Union should he the officers for the 
treatment of such patients, and that they should give immediate 
attendance to the patients in their district, which they accordingly 
did, until the cessation of the epidemic, in the expectation that their 
services would be fully remunerated, independently of their ordinary 
salaries, they being distinct and separate from their ordinary duties

under the Medical Charities Act ; but the Guardians refused so to 
remunerate them on the ground that their salaries had been increased 
upon the understanding that they were to attend to Cholera cases oc- 
curring in their district. That the Commissioners directed the Guar- 
dians to take the matter again into their consideration, because the 
Medical Officers were entitled to additional remuneration, the duty of 
attending Cholera cases being an extra duty; and apprized the Guar- 
dians that if they declined to do so, the Commissioners would take on 
themselves the responsibility of determining the amount of remu- 
neration to he paid to the Medical Officers for such services. That 
the Guardians declined to increase the salaries, alleging that the 
previous advance was made on the understanding that Cholera 
patients should be attended without further charge, which under- 
standing was denied by the Medioal Officers. That the Commis- 
sioners considered that the Guardians were not justified in refusing 
this remuneration for the reasons assigned by them, inasmuch as, 
under the Medical Charities Act, relief to Cholera patients could 
only be given by ticket, which would have rendered it unavailable 
in most cases ; and that there was imposed on the Commissioners the 
necessity of providing for the treatment of epidemics under the 
Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts ; and that the 
remuneration for the services performed by tbe Medical Officers 
under these Acts could not have been logally provided for under the 
Medical Charities Act; and that if the Commissioners had known 
the principle the Guardians acted on, they would not have sanctioned 
one, whereby the performance of a merely contingent and temporary 
duty was to be remunerated by a permanent annual payment. That, 
they accordingly issued an Order, bearing date 19th of December, 
1854, to the Guardians, directing them to pay the Medical Officers 
the several sums mentioned in the Order, in addition to thoir salaries. 
That the Guardians declined to obey the Order. 

As cause against this Conditional Order, an affidavit was made 
by the Clerk of the Guardians, the substance of which was, that 
the advance of salary given to the Medical Officers was allowed 
and given on the express understanding of its being remuneration for 
their attendance, if required, on Cholera patients ; and it was 
submitted that the Commissioners were not justified in making the 
Order of the 10th December, 1854, and that in so doing, they had 
exceeded their powers. 

LANEvand C. Bakey were heard for the Guardians. 

The Poor Law Commissioners have exceeded their jurisdiction. 
They have no power to order the Guardians to pay any money. 
The 1 and 2 Vic., cap. 56, sec. 3, gives them power to make Orders 
for the government of workhouses, ifcc., and for the guidance 
and control, appointment and removal of officers, and for the 
guidanccjind control, according to the intention of the Act, of all 
Guardians, &c., acting in the management and relief of the desti- 
tute poor; but there is no power given them to make an Order on 
the Guardians to pay money. The Guardians are, on the other 
hand, empowered by the 27th section, to enter into and execute all 
contracts connected with the relief of. the destitute poor; and they 
are to have power to govern and manage the workhouses of their 
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respective Unions, and to direct the Officers in the execution of 
their duties; and by the 31st section, they are empowered to appoint 
paid officers, and the 32nd section enables them to raise by rate, 
such sum as shall be sufficient to pay the salaries. The Guardians 
are empowered to levy poor-rate, and sums required for particular 
purposes, secs. 27 and 61; but there is nothing in the statute 
authorizing them to raise money for such purposes as the present 
claim. In the Temporary Relief Act, 10 Vic., cap. 7, sec. 9, an 
express power is given to the Guardians to raise money for the 
purposes therein specified. But the Commissioners rely on an 
Order made by the Privy Council, under the Nuisances Removal 
and Diseases Prevention Acts, 11 and 12 Vic., cap. 123, and 12 and 
13 Vic., cap. Ill; but under these Acts, the Commissioners are 
confined to the appointment of the Medical Officers, the Guardians 
alone are to decide on the remuneration to be given to them. The 
10th section of the Nuisances Removal Act enables the Commis- 
sioners to require the Guardians to provide for the dispensing of 
medicines, and for affording to persons afflicted by, or threatened 
with such epidemic, such medical aid as may be required, and the 
Guardians are to see to the execution of their directions; and by 
the 12th section they are to have the same powers for enforcing and 
directing the execution of such directions and regulations by the 
said Guardians as they now, or may hereafter have in relation to 
any matter concerning the administration of the laws for the 
relief of the poor; and by the 14th section the Guardians are 
empowered to employ officers for the above purposes, the expenses 
to be paid or defrayed out of the public rates. The Guardians say 
they did not authorize tile expense of this medical attendance ; 
that they have paid expenses already incurred, and, at all events, 
that if they he liable, an action may be brought against them. As 
to the form of the Mandamus Order, The Queen v. The Mayor of 
Newbury,* was cited.

Cur. ad. vull. 

Leekoy, 0. J. — In this case an application has been made for a 
mandamus, directing the Guardians of the Limerick Poor Law 
Union to pay over to four Medical Officers several sums therein 
specified for their services, in pursuance of an Order made by tlie 
Poor Law Commissioners. A conditional Order was granted, and 
against this Order the Guardians have shown cause; and we are of 
opinion that the Order for the mandamus ought not to be made 
absolute. . , . 

We have looked very attentively into the Acts hearing upon this 
matter, because the question is one relating to the jurisdiction of 
the Poor Law Commissioners, and we would not be justified in 
hastily coming to the conclusion that they have exceeded that 
jurisdiction. But it is only necessary to read the sections of the 
Acts of Parliament referred to by Mr. Lane, to see that they had no 
jurisdiction to make this peremptory Order on the Guardians. Lt 
amounts to calling on the Guardians to levy a tax for any amount 
the Commissioners may think fit, and not leaving the question ot 
* 1, Q. B. 759. 
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amount to be decided by the Guardians, who are the persons bound 
to males compensation to these gentlemen for their services; the 
Guardians have the right to appoint tho officers, and to regulate 
their salaries, subject to the approval of tho Commissioners; but 
there is nothing in the Poor Law Act, giving the Commissioners 
that power they have here exercised; whatever power it gives them 
to exercise it "is to he carried out by the. Poor Law Guardians. 
The General ltegulations of the Commissioners of the 5th of J uuo, 
1844, show what construction they, themselves, have put upon the 
Act, as to the things that are to be done through the Guardians and 
their officers. 

The Nuisances and Diseases Act does not give the Commissioners 
greater power; they are to act through tho medium of the Guardians, 
and are to carry out the provisions of the statute by sealed orders 
directed to the Guardians. They have nominated four persons as 
officers to act under this statute, and they have given four salaries, 
indicating the apportionment to be observed according to the services 
of each. How could the Commissioners judge of these services 1 
Are they to dictate how much is to he paid for the value of services 
— they for whom the services are not to be performed 1 If the 
Guardians had refused to award remuneration it would be a different 
question ; but they have done no such thing ; and yet they are called 
upon to pay sums upon which they have exercised no discretion. 
There should be the clearest language in the statute to vest the 
Commissioners with the power to tax a Union without the interven- 
tion of those who are the trustees for that Union, before this Court 
could interfere by mandamus. One of tho sections provides that 
when additional medical assistance is required, it is to lie referred to 
the Guardians what salaries are to he given to the Medical Officers, 
subject to the approval of the Commissioners, but that does not give 
them an original jurisdiction. The Commissioners, therefore, hav- 
ing exceeded their jurisdiction, we caDnot give effect to their Order 
by allowing the mandamus to issue. 

Ckampton, J. — If the sums payable to these Medical Officers had 
been duly ascertained, and the Guardians had refused to pay them, 
I would by no means say that the Commissioners might not have 
jurisdiction to direct the Guardians to make a propor remuneration ; 
but the objection is, that the Commissioners have taken upon 
themselves to value those services. This is an excess of their juris- 
diction. 

Mooee, J . — The power claimed by the Commissioners is one of 
an alarming extent. They claim the power of directing services, 
and the remuneration to be paid for these services, and of compelling 
the Guardians to pay the sums thus assessed by them. This would 
be a monstrous power to confer on them ; and unless the statute was 
express and clear, I would be slow to clothe them with such power. 
I am of opinion that the Guardians ought not to be compelled to 
pay the sums.
